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PREFACE. 



The model of this little work is a German School-book, 
published at Elberfeld, by P. Heuser, in 1840, the 
merits of which deserve to be more generaUy known. 
Under this impression these Outlines of Universal 
History have been prepared, and are now presented to 
the English public ; not, indeed, as a translation of the 
German original, but rather as an imitation of it, 
modified so as to suit this country in particular. 

On looking over the Outlines, it will at once be seen, 
how the most remarkable events are grouped together 
synchronically, under easy dates, in order to bring before 
the learner what took place at the same time in different 
countries and among distant people. 

These Outlines, intended as they are to form a 
groundwork for lectures or lessons in history, will 
supersede the necessity on the part of the Pupil of 
taking down notes ; thus enabling him to direct his 
undivided attention to the instruction that is being 
given : and they will also greatly assist his memory, 
facilitating such repetition of lessons received, as is

requisite to impress them upon the mind, and to render 
them permanently useful. 

On the other hand, the plan adopted leaves the 
Teacher at full liberty to enlarge on the events re- 
corded in the Outlines, and to point out their im- 
portance and effects ; and to add interest and to secure 
attention to his lectures by a lively and vigorous re- 
presentation of the more stirring incidents, as they 
follow each other in quick succession on the pages of 
history. 

Add to this, frequent examinations of the class on 
the contents of the Outlines, and it will soon be found 
by the Taught, as well as by the Teacher, that History- 
School is one of the most pleasant, as weU as most 
instructive of all School-hours.

INTRODUCTION. 

Ui^iVERSAL History, or the history of the world, is 
the history of the principal nations of mankind. It 
comprises the events of neariy 6000 years ; which time 
is divided into three portions^ each of which may again 
be subdivided into four periods^ according to some of the 
most remarkable events, by which the state of the world 
has been materially affected. 



The three General Divisions of history are. 

Ancient history — the Middle ages — and 

Modern history. 

I. Ancient history comprises nearly 4500 years, 
extending from the Creation of the World to 
the Fall of the Roman Empire ; that is, from 
4004 years before the birth of Christ to 476 
years after it. 

n. The Middle ages comprehend rather more than 
1000 years, and reach from the Fall of the 
Roman Empire to the Reformation ; that is, 
from 476 to 1515. 

m. Modern history takes In the remaining 336 years, 
from the Reformation to the present time ; that 
is, from 1515 to 1851.

Ancient history contains the early accounts of the human 
race, and is almost exclusively confined to the nations in- 
habiting Asia minor, and the shores of the Mediterranean 
sea : that is, 

1, the EffyptianSj noted for their early civilization, and for 
arts and sciences; 

2, the Assyrians^ including the Babylonians and Medes^ 
a conquering nation ; 

3, the Phoenicians^ with their descendants, the Cartha- 
ginians^ the most commercial nation of antiquity ; 

4, the Hebrews or Jews^ " unto whom were committed the 
•Oracles of God ;" 

5, the Persians^ the founders of a widely extended empire, 
to which the Parthians succeeded ; 

6, the Greeks, the most learned, civilized, and refined 
nation of ancient history ; 

7, the Macedonians, a warlike people ; 

8, the Romans, a highly civilized and conquering nation, 
who subdued nearly all the former.

The Bible is the only authentic record of this long period ; — 
it gives an account of the Creation of the world and of our 
first parents — Of man's ^rsf estate and /a// — Of the rapid in- 
crease of wickedness — Of thejlood — Of the dispersion of mankind 
and the rise of monarchies — Also of the progress of civilization. 
What is known besides is deriyed from some scanty, fabulous 
traditions of the Greeks. 



In the beginning God created the heaven and the 
earth.

3000. Cain, Abel, and Seth — their immediate descendants 
foUow agricultural and pastoral pursuits. Jubal in- 
vents musical instruments ; — Jabal, tents ; — ^and Tii- 
balcain, the art of working in metals. Enoch 
" walked with God." Methuselah lived 969 years. 
Violence and wickedness prevail. 

2350. The universal deluge or Flood destroys all mankind 
except Noah, and his family (a.m. 1 656), who are saved 
in the ark. — ^The rainbow. The world is re-peopled 
by the three sons of Noah ; — Shem is the ancestor of 
the Hebrews, Persians, and other inhabitants of the 
eastern countries of Asia — ^from Ham are descended 
the Babylonians, Phoenicians or Canaanites, Egyp- 
tians, and other African nations — ^the Scythians, the 
Greeks, the inhabitants of North- Asia and of Europe 
trace their origin to Japhet. 

2250. The buildmg of the Tower of Bahel in Shinar (Chal- 
dea), and the confusion of languages produce the 
dispersion of mankind and the rise of three powerful 
states : 1, the Babylonian on the Euphrates^ by Nim-

are probably also peopled about this time. Ninus 
and Semiramis extend the Assyrian empire by con- 
quest. 

2000. Abraham, " the father of the feithful," is called by 
to God from beyond the Euphrates into Canaan, where 

1800. his descendants, the patriarchs Isaac and Jacob, 
sojourn. Lot dwells in Sodom till its destruction 
with the other wicked cities in the plain of Jor- 
dan. — ^Ishmael (1900) and Esau (1800), tiie forefathers 
of the Ishmaelites and Edomites are also Abraham's 
descendants. 

1700. Joseph is sold into Egypt and made chief governor by 
Pharaoh ; — he invites Jacob and his family into the 
land of Groshen. — ^After his death the Hebrews or 
Israelites are grievously oppressed for about 100 
years. — ^The Phoenicians on the coast of the Medi- 
terranean are the earliest navigators, merchants, and 
manufacturers ; — ^they build Tyre and Sidon — ^form 
colonies — ^and invent the jllphahet (Thot), glass^ 
and the purple die. The Feldsgians migrate from 
Asia minor into Greece. 

1600. The Greeks begin to emerge from a savage state, 
to being reclaimed by immigrants from more civilized 

1520. countries. — Cecrops from Egypt settles in Attica 
(Athens), and institutes the tribunal of Areopagus. — 
Cadmus from Sidon builds Thebes in Boeotia, and 
introduces the alphabet. — ^Danaus the Egyptian founds 
Argos. — ^Greece is called Hellas, and its inhabitants 
Hellenes, after Hellen, the son of Deucalion ; — ^the 
name of Greeks is derived from Grsecus. — ^The Am- 
phictyonic council bears the name of its supposed 
founder. Job, " the perfect and upright man," lives 
about this time. 

1500. MosES, the first historian and law-giver, leads the 
children of Israel out of Egypt; — ^they sojourn 40 
years in the wilderness. — ^The Passover is instituted. 
— ^Pharaoh and his host perish in the red sea. — 
Aaron is made high-priest, and the order of the 
JeMrish priesthood established. — ^The Law is given on 
mount Sinai. Mceris and Sesostris, kings of Egypt,

B.C. are renowned, the former for his important works at 
home (lake Moeris, a reservoir of the Nile for irri- 
gation), the latter for his conquests abroad. — ^Monu- 
ments of the flourishing state of Egypt during this 
period still remain, such as the pyramids, the obelisks, 
and the ruins of temples. 
1450. Joshua conducts the Israelites into Canaan. — ^After 
his death idolatry gains ground, and the people are 
harassed by constant inroads of the PhiHstines, the 
Moabites, and other neighbours. The Judges, 0th- 
niel, Ehud, Shamgar, Deborah, and Barak, succes- 
sively deliver them from their oppressors. Minos 
gives laws in Crete. 
1300. Pelops from Phrygia settles in the Morea, which is 
called after him Peloponnesus. — Daedalus is the 
first builder and sculptor of note among the Greeks — 
Triptolemus teaches them husbandry — O'rpheus and 
A'mphion music. — ^The first extensive union of the 
Grecian states produces the Argonatitic expedition 
under Jason, 1256, and the war against Thebes, 
caused by the sons of CEd!pu8, 1225. — Hercules and 
Theseus are renowned traditionary heroes. 

1200. Troy is taken and destroyed by the Greeks after a 
siege of 10 years (Helen), 1194 to 1184.— The Gre- 
cian heroes were, Agamemnon, the leader — rMenelaus, 
his brother — ^Achilles — ^Ajax — and Ulysses ; — ^The 
Trojan chiefs were, Priam — ^Hector and Paris, his 
sons — and JEneas. — ^The latter carries a Trojan 
colony into Latium, 1180 — defeats Turnus — ^and 
establishes the kingdom of the Latins in Italy. — His 
son Ascanius builds Alba Longa. Monuments of the 
advanced civilization of the Etruscans are still exist- 
ing. Gideon — Jephtha — ^and Sampson judge Israel 
and repel the predatory attacks of the Midianites, 
Ammonites, and Philistines, 1155. 

1100. Samuel the prophet, the last of the judges, succeeds 
Eli the high-priest ; — ^the people demand a king, and 
Saul is raised to the throne. — He is succeeded by 
David, " the man after God's own heart," 1050 to 
1015, who makes Jerusalem his metropolis — subdues 
his enemies — ^and fortifies mount Zion. Codrus, the 
last king of Athens, devotes himself for his country, 
1068 — ^Sie regal dignity is abolished — ^and Archons 
are chosen. Assisted by the Dorians the Heraclidse 
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B.C. re-occupy the Peloponnesus, and found 5 new states — 
among them Sparta and Messene. — Greek colonies 
are established about this time ; — Smyrna by the 
-^olians — ^E'phesus by the lonians — ^Tarentum and 
Locri, Syracuse and Agrigentum by the Dorians. 

1000. Under the peaceful reign of Solomon, the wisest and 
richest of all kings, the Jewish state attains its greatest 
splendour : — He builds the magnificent temple — 
makes a league with Hiram, king of Tyre — and is 
visited by the queen of Sheba ; — ^in his old age, how- 
ever, he forsakes God. — ^After his death the kingdom 
is divided — his son, Rehoboam, reigns over Judah in 
Jerusalem, and Jeroboam over Israel in Samaria, 
975. — Gross idolatry now prevails in Israel under a 
succession of wicked kings ; all of whom are exceeded 
in wickedness by Ahab, and Jezebel his queen. — 
His cotemporary in Judah is good king Jehoshaphat. 
The prophet Elijah — and the Greek poets Homer 
and Hesiod live and write about 900. 
888. Lycurgus gives Laws in Sparta — the E'phori are ap- 
pointed to preserve the rights of the people, 760. 
Dido, the sister of Pigmalion, builds Carthage. Sar- 
danapalus, the last monarch of the great Assyrian 
empire, is dethroned by Arbaces and Belesis, 820. 
Media gains independence under Dejoces ; — ^his son, 
Phraertes conquers Persia. Amulius dethrones his 
brother Numitor in Alba Longa, 800. The prophets 
Jonah and Elisha (862), also Joel (800), prophecy 
about this time. 
777. The -^ra of the Olympiads (a period of 4 years), com- 
mences, Pphitus of Elis having revived the Olympic 
games. — The oracles of Apollo at Delphi, and of 
Jupiter at Dodona evidence the superstition of the 
Greeks. Amos (787) and Hosea (777) live about 
this time. 
753. Rome is built by Romulus and Remus, grandsons of 
Numitor ; — ^the most formidable of its enemies are 
the Sabines. — Seven kings succeed each other in 
Rome, 1, Romulus, who institutes the Senate and 
divides the people into Patricians and Plebeians — 
2, Niima Pompilius, the peaceful, who builds the 
temple of Janus — 3, TiiUius Hostilius, the warlike, 
who takes Alba Longa — 4, Ancus JVIartius, who 
builds Ostia — 5, Tarquinius Priscus, the wise, who 
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B.C. adorns the city — 6, Servius TiiUius, the son of a 
captive, who institutes the Census and the Cometia — 
7, Tarquinius Superbus, who is expelled, 508. In 
Greece the wars between Sparta and Messene begin, 
743, and last 150 years, terminating in the subjuga- 
tion of the Messinians, who are reduced to slavery 
(Helots), 668. The new Assyrian empire rises from 
the ruins of the old, under Pul, and is formidable 
under Tiglath — ^Pileser. Micah the prophet writes, 
750. 

722. The Ten Tribes of Israel are led into captivity and 
dispersed under Hoshea, their last king, by Shal- 
maneser the Assyrian monarch, who also subdues 
Sjria. Hezekiah, the pious king of Judah, suppresses 
idolatry. Senacherib invades Egypt — ^his army is 
destroyed before Jerusalem, 715. The prophets 
Isaiah and Nahum deliver their divine messages 
about this time. 

666. E^gypt suffers from internal commotions, and is divided 
into 12 small states ; — ^it is re-united under Psam- 
metichus and his 5 successors, and increases its com- 
merce by intercourse with Greece — ^Necho founds its 
naval power, 615 ; — ^under his auspices Phoenician 
navigators sail round Africa. — ^Notice the Labyiinth, 
which consisted of 12 palaces. Cotemporary with 
the prophets Zephaniah, 630, and Habakkuk, 626, 
Draco gives laws in Athens, too severe to be lasting, 
624. 

600. Nabonasser founds the new Bahylojiian empire. — His 
successor, Nebuchadnezzar, invades Assyria, Egypt, 
and Judea, and destroys Nineveh, ancient Tyre, and 
Jerusalem, 588. The Babylonish Captivity makes 
an end of the kingdom of Judah under Zedekiah. 
The prophets Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and Obadiah, 
are cotemporaries of Solon, who introduces a milder 
code of laws in Athens. 

560. Croesus, king of Lydia, is celebrated for his victories 
and riches, as well as for his reverses. Pisistratus 
assumes regal power in Athens, 550, and is succeeded 
by his sons, Hippias and Hipparchus. The famed 7 
wise men of Greece, Solon, Thales, Cleobulus, Peri- 
ander, Pfttacus, Bias, Chilon — the poets Anacreon 
and Alcseus, and the poetess Sappho — iEsop the 
writer of bibles — ^Pythagoras the philosopher — ^and 
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Daniel, the prophet, all flourish at the close of 
this period ; according to some, also Con^cius the 
Chinese philosopher. 



SECOND PERIOD. 
From 555 to 333 b. c. 

From Cyrus to Alexander the great, or 

From the great Persian Monarchy to the Macedonian. 



This is the golden age of Grecian literature and arts. The 
Persian wars prove the struggle between the East and West, 
and the prevailing love of liberty. The Roman power rises in 
Italy. The Jewish state is renewed The chief seat of events 
is Asia Minor and the South-East of Europe — they are recorded 
by numerous Grecian historians. 



B.C. = 

555. Cyrus, the grandson of Asty&ges the Mede, founds 
the vast Persian monarchy — conquers Croesus of 
Lydia — ^and subdues Asia minor, Babylon, and other 
countries. — He is slain in the war against the Massa- 
geti. The Jews return to Palestine under Ezra and 
Nehemiah, and rebuild the Temple. (The Samari- 
tans.) Cambyses, the second Persian king, subdues 
Egjrpt under Psammenitus, son of Amasis. Zoro- 
aster founds the Persian religion. (Zend-Avesta.) 
Darius Histaspes engages in war with the Scythi- 
ans — conquers Thrace, and subdues the Greek 
colonies in Asia minor after the death of Polycrates 
of Samos (522). The prophets Haggai and Zecha- 
RIAH (520). 

500. The PisistratidaB are expelled from Athens by Har- 
modius and Aristogiton, and the Tarquines from 
Home by Brutus and Collatinus. Rome — ^now a 
Republic under Consuls — ^is involved in war with 
Porsenna, king of Clusium in Etruria, in which 
Mucins Scasvola and Horatius Codes distinguish 
themselves. (Cloelia.) — ^Lartius is the first dictator 
with absolute power for a limited time. — The Pie- 
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B.C. beians, oppressed bj the Patricians, leave the city 
and encamp on Mons Sacer, — ^Menenius Agrippa 
induces them to return. — ^Tribunes, or B^resenta- 
tives of the people are appointed, and invested with 
the power of the Veto, 496 — Coriolanus, banished 
from Rome, persuades the Yolscians to invest the 
city, and is hardly restrained by his mother and 
wife from rasing it, 490. The Asiatic Greeks rebel 
against Persia, and are assisted by the Athenians in 
destroying Sardis, which exposes the latter to the 
resentment of Darius. (Aristagoras.) 

490. First Persian war. The army of Darius under Datis 
and Artaphernes, having reduced Euboea, is defeated 
at Marathon by the Athenians under Miltiades. 

480. Second Persian war. Xerxes, the son of Darius, 
crosses the Hellespont with an immense' army ; — ^at 
Thermdpylae he is valiantly opposed by Leonidas, 
who with 300 Spartans falls in the defence of his 
country. — On the same day a drawn naval engage- 
ment is fought at Artemisium. — ^At Sdlamis the 
Greeks gain a great victory under Themistocles, the 
Athenian. — ^The Persian king retreats precipitately, 
leaving Mardonius to carry on the war, who is com- 
pletely routed at Plateea by Pausanias and Aiis- 
Udes. — On the same day Xandppus defeats the Per- 
sian fleet at Mycale, 479. — ^The treachery of Pausa- 
nias is punished with death. — ^Themistocles is ban- 
ished 471, and dies in exile 449. — Cimon, the son of 
Miltiades, gains a decisive victory over the Persians 
at the Eur3anedon by land and sea, which terminates 
a war of 50 years, 469, Artaxerxes Longimanus 
(probably Ahasuerus of the scriptures) having suc- 
ceeded to the Persian throne. Beginning of the 
wars of Carthage to obtain possession of Sicily. — 
Gelon of Syracuse conquers the Carthaginians at 
Himera. His brother Hiero's tyranny compels the 
Syracusans to abolish a regal government 476. 
Third Messenian war 465 to 455 — the Messenians 
finally leave the Peloponnesus. Cincinnatus is dic- 
tator at Rome 456. 

444. Athens reaches the summit of its power under Peri- 
cles — Phideas the sculptor — Herodotus, Thucy- 
dides, and X^nophon, Uie historians — Sophocles, 
Euripides, Aristophanes, and Pindar, the poets — 
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B.C. Socrates the father of philosophers, and Plato, his 
scholar — ^Isocrates, Lysias, -^'schines, and Demos- 
thenes, the orators — Hippocrates, the physician — 
Zetixis and Parrhasius, the painters, adorn their 
country and add to its renown: many of their 
works still bear witness to the refinement of their 
age. At Rome the Decemviri introduce the laws of 
the 12 tables 449, the basis of Roman jurispru- 
dence. — Six military tribunes for a time supersede 
the Consuls — two Censors are added 437. 

430. The Peloponnesian war between Sparta and Athens 
breaks out 431, and continues for 27 years ; — Sparta 
heads the Aristocratical or Dorian states — ^Athens 
the Democratical or Ionian republics. — ^The plague 
ravages Athens in 429, and carries off Pericles. — 
Platasa is destroyed — Cleon the Athenian general, 
and Brasidas the Spartan leader, fall at Amphipolis — 
Nicias concludes peace 421. — ^After a few years the 
war. recommences. — ^The Athenians engage in an 
unsuccessfiil expedition against Syracuse imder Alci- 
biades, who, to avoid a trial, goes over to the Spar- 
tans — ^then to Tissaphernes — ^is recalled — conquers — 
and perishes in exile. — Under Conon the Athenians 
are defeated at Mityline, and again at -/Egos-Pota- 
mos 406 — ^Lysander takes Athens in 404, and gives 
the supreme power to the 30 tyrants (the Athenian 
reign of terror). — ^This terminates the war and the 
supremacy of Athens, notwithstanding the expulsion 
of the 30 tyrants by Thrasybulus, and the restoration 
of the democracy. — Sparta now takes the lead in 
Greece. 

400. Darius Nothus, the successor of Artaxerxes LogT- 
manus, leaves two sons, of whom Cyrus the younger, 
forms the project of dethroning his elder brother 
Artaxerxes Memnon ; — ^he engages the Greeks to 
assist him — ^but is defeated at Cunaxa 401. — ^Retreat 
of the 10,000 under Xenophon. — ^Agesilaiis, king* 
of Sparta, is victorious against the Persians in Asia 
minor, and against their allies, the Corinthians, at 
Coronea 396. — Conon gains a naval victory over 
the Lacedaemonians near Cnidus. Socrates is con- 
demned to die. Peace of Antalcidas with Persia 
387. Malachi closes the long succession of prophets 
399. 
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B.C. Brennus, the leader of the Gauls, defeats the Romans 

390. at the Allia — ^takes and destroys the city, except the 
Capitol, which is defended hy Manlius Capitolinus. 
— Camillus, who had taken Veil after a siege of 10 
years (391), but was now in banishment, is recalled — 
made dictator, and recovers and rebuilds Rome. 

363. Greece is again involved in war, and LacedaBmon 
seems to have the ascendancy ; but Pelopidas expels 
the Spartans from Thebes, which they had taken, 
378. — ^The decisive battle of Leuctra, gained by 
Epaminondas 371, establishes the Theban power till 
the death of Pelopidas 365, and the battle of Man- 
tinea, in which Epaminondas, the victor, falls (363), 
and Thebes with him, 363. In Rome Plebeians are 
now admitted to the Consular dignity and other 
offices, previously held only by Patricians. Herostratus 
fires the temple of Diana at Ephesus 356. 

355. Philip of Macedon, after establishing himself on the 
throne, interferes in the affairs of Greece ; — ^he gains 
his first victory at Methone 357, and terminates the 
holy war against Phocis by a peace favourable to 
the Thebans, his allies 346 ; — Demosthenes vigorously 
opposes him by his philippics. — ^After the battle of 
Cheronea, the last struggle of the Greeks for liberty, 
he is appointed Commander-in-chief, and maintains 
the supremacy in Greece, 337. Rome is engaged in 
• wars against the Samnites (343), which last nearly 
50 years. At the Caudine Forks the Roman army 
is forced to surrender and to pass under the yoke-^ 
but eventually the Samnites are subdued, 290. — 
During the Consulship of Manlius Torquatus and 
Decius Mus the Latins rise against the Romans — 
they are however again subdued after a vigorous 
resistance, 337. Dionysius revives monarchy in 
Syracuse, his son Dionysius the younger is first ex- 
pelled by Dion, and after his return finally banished 
to Corinth by Timoleon, 343. — ^Agathocles wars with 
Carthage many years. — Hiero, the patron of Ar- 
chimedes the geometrician, promotes the happiness 
of his subjects during a long reign. 
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THIRD PERIOD. 
From 333 to 30 b.c. 

From Alexander the great to Augustus, or, 

From the Macedonian Monarchy to the Roman Empire. 



After the rapid development and dissolation of the Macedo- 
nian monarchy^ the dominion of the fourth great power, that of 
jRome, gradually expands, till thehistorj of the Roman republic em- 
braces the history of the whole then-known world. — After various 
moditications the Constitutional form of government is subveited, 
and Rome submits to the sway of Emperors, The Parthians in 
the East, and the German tribes in the North, maintain their 
independence. Italy is the centre of the events that are re- 
corded of this period — ^they are minutely described by Greek and 
Roman historians. 



B.C. Alexander the great, son of Philip of Macedon, and 
833. pupil of Aristotle, founds the great Macedonian 
monarchy. — ^He crosses the Hellespont with 35,000 
men — ^invades the territory of Darius Codomannus — 
is victorious on the Granicus (334), at Issus and 
Arbela — subdues Persia, 330 — ^makes Sjrria, Phce- 
nicia, and Egypt, submit to his sway — stakes Tyre 
after a valiant resistance — ^buUds Alexandria on the 
Nile — carries his conquests into India — ^penetrates 
to the Ganges — ^is compelled to return — and dies at 
Babylon, 324. — ^His generals divide his dominions. 
300. Four Kingdoms are established on the ruins of the 
Macedonian monarchy, after a long series of wars 
and intrigues, viz. Thrace, Macedon, Syria, and 
Egypt. — ^The Eastern part becomes independent 
under the name of Parthia. Antipater and Casan- 
der rule in Macedon, Antfgonus endeavours to 
establish himself in Asia— is prosperous for a time- 
but finally defeated and slain at Ipsus, 301 — ^his son, 
Demetrius Poliorcetes, escapes to Greece and takes 
Athens, 296 — ^his grandson Antigonus establishes 
himself in Macedon^ 218, and leaves the crown to 
his descendants. Seleucus maintains himself in 
Syria, 312, and is succeeded by his descendants, the 
Seleucidae. ^gypt flourishes under the Ptolemies, 
the first of whom foimds the library of Alexandria, 
283, and promotes arts and sciences. The holy 
Scriptures of the Old Testament are translated into 

c 
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B.C. Greek, (the Septuagint). The Achasan league 
against Macedon is founded — ^Aratus, and Philopoe- 
men the last Greek, are the most distinguished of its 
leaders, 281. — ^The ^toUan league has the same 
object. Apelles the painter — ^Aristotle, Diogenes 
(Cynics), Zeno (Stoics), and Epicurus (Epicureans), 
the philosophers, are cotemporaiy with Alexander. 

264. First Punic Wab (264 to 241).— Rome and Carthage 
contend for the possession of Sicily — the interference 
of Rome in favour of the Mamertines is the pretext 
for commencing hostilities — ^under Dufllius the Ro- 
mans gain their jQrst naval victory at Mylas near 
Messana (off Rhegium) — ^Regulus gains a second 
victory off E'cnomus, and carries the war into 
Africa — ^he is defeated by Xantippus and taken 
prisoner — Hamilcar arrests the success of the Ro- 
mans for five years, till Hanno is defeated at sea near 
the Agates, after which peace is concluded, 241-— 
the Carthaginians are to evacuate Sfcily, and the 
island is to be a Roman province, Syracuse ex- 
cepted. — ^The Romans next subdue the Ligurians and 
other people, adding Sardinia to their provinces — 
Hamilcar extends the empire of the Carthaginians 
in Spain as far as the Ebro, 228 — ^Hasdrubal succeeds 
him and builds New Carthage (Carthagena) — ^a^r 
him Hannibal obtains the command, and attacks 
Saguntum, a Roman ally, 219. Arsaces is the first 
king of Parthia, 264. Euclid the mathematician, 
and Eratosthenes the geographer, natives of Alex- 
andria, live about this time. 

218. Second Punic War (218 to 201).— Hannibal leaves 
his brother Hasdrubal in Spain — crosses the Pyrenees 
and Alps with 59,000 men, and obtains four de- 
cisive victories — on the Ticinus over Scipio Afiri- 
canus — on the Trebia over Sempronius — ^at lake 
Thrasymenus over Flamfnius — ^and at CannsB over 
iEmilius Paulus — ^he then spends the winter at Capua, 
216. — ^After the last victory almost all the states of 
Great Greece declare for Carthage. — ^Fabius M4xi- 
mus Cunctator " the shield," and M. Marcellus '' the 
sword" of the Romans, now take the field — Mar- 
c^us lays siege to Syracuse, which is defended for 
three years by the genius of Archimedes — ^the town is 
at length taken by storm, and Archimedes perishes 
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B.C. in the confusion. — Scipio AMcSnus, joined by MaSBi- 
nissa, conquers Syphax, king of Numfdia (Sophro- 
nisba), and reduces Carthage to great distress — 
he defeats Hannibal at Zama, 202 — ^and obliges the 
Carthagfnians to accept terms of peace, confining 
them to Africa, and conferring Numidia on Massinissa. 

200. Wars of the Romans against Macedon. Flamininus 
defeats Philip 11. at Cynoc^phalffi in Thessaly, 
197 — and ^milius Paulus II. gains the victory 
over Perseus, the last Macedonian king, 170. An- 
taochus the great, of Spria, instigated by Hannibal, 
takes up arms against Rome, and is vanquished by 
Scipio Asiaticus at Magnesia, 190. Hannibal flees 
to Prusias, king of Bithynia, and takes poison, 183. 
The Jews revolt under the Maccabees agaiost Antio- 
chusIV, Epiphanes, and drive the Syrians out of Judea. 

145. Third Punic War (149 to 146). Scipio Africanus 
the younger, son of .^milius Paulus, destroys Car- 
thage — ^and Mummius Corinth, 145. — ^Africa and 
Greece are reduced to Roman provinces. — Arts and 
sciences are cultivated at Rome. — ^Polybius the histo- 
rian; Ennius, Plautus, and Terence, the poets; 
Cato, the censor, distinguish themselves. — ^After a 
protracted war with Spain, Numantia is destroyed 
by the conqueror of Carthage, 132. Gaul is made a 
Roman province, 121. — ^Attains HI., king of Per- 
gamus, bequeaths his kingdom to the Romans. — 
Having subdued its foreign foes, Rome begins to 
suffer from dissensions at home. — ^The Gracchi 
espouse the cause of the common people— carry an 
Agrarian law-but perish in the attempt to imp^ve 
the condition of the Plebeians, 121. 

111. The Jugurthinb War (111 to 105) fomishes striking 
instances of the corruption of the Romans. — Metellus 
and Marius successively command the Roman army 
against Jugiirtha, grandson of Massinfssa, the usur- 
per of the Numidian throne. — ^Bocchus, king of 
Mauritania, delivers him up to the Romans — ^and 
Kumidia is made a Roman province. 

100. The CiMBRi and Teutones, two German tribes, seek 
new habitations — ^they invade and plunder Gaul — 
and repel the Romans with great loss. — ^Marius the 
consul defeats the Teut5nes near Aquad SextisB, 
101 — and the Cfinbri at VerccllsB in Piedmont, 100. 
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B.C. The Social War, caused by the refusal of the right 

90. of Roman citizenship to the Italian states, is one of 
the most dangerous Rome ever engaged in — ^it ter- 
minates sucessfully onlj by conferring the claimed 
rights on all who return to their allegiance — Sjlla 
distinguishes himself in this war. 

88. The MiTHRiDanc Wars follow (89 to 66).— Mith- 
ridates VII., the great, king of Pontus, attacks the 
allies of Rome — is at first successful — ^then defeated 
by Sylla — and finally subdued by Lucullus and Pom- 
pey. At the same time Pompey subdues Tigranes, 
king of Armenia, and several smaller states — he 
also brings the Jews under the power of Rome. 
Whilst engaged in these contests abroad, Rome is 
distracted by civil ivars. — ^Marius and Cinna take the 
city and commit great outrages. — Sylla, joined by 
Pompey, defeats them, and surpasses them in cruelty — 
he is made dictator, 78. — ^The partizans of Marius 
carry the war into Spain under Sertorius, after whose 
death (72) Spain is easily reduced by Metellus and 
Pompey. — ^The revolt of the slaves in South Italy, 
headed by Spart&cus, is quelled by Crassus, 69 — ^and 
the war against the Pirates is successfully sustained 
by Pompey, 72. — Cicero, the ^eat Roman orator, de- 
feats the conspiracy of Catiline, and impeaches Yerres. 

60. First Triumvirate in Rome, formed by Caesar, 
Pompey, and Crassus. — Caesar effects the conquest of 
Gaul in nine years — ^gains a victory over Ariovistus in 
Grermany — ^and passes into Britain, 55. — Crassus falls 
in the battle of Carrae against the Parthians, 53. 

50. The rivalship of Caesar and Pompey produces a civil 
war, 49. — Caesar crosses the Rubicon — ^is made dic- 
tator — ^vanquishes Pompey at Pharsalia, 48 — ^pursues 
him into Egypt, whl^ Pompey iT murdered- 
establishes Cleopatra against Ptolemy on the throne — 
defeats Cato the younger in AMca, 46, and the sons 
of Pompey at Munda, in Spain, 45 — ^returns victorious 
to Rome — and is made perpetual dictator — ^finally he 
is assassinated by Brutus and Cassius in the very 
Senate-house. 

43. Second Triumvirate formed by Anthony, Octavius, 
the nephew of Caesar, and Lepidus. — Cicero is put to 
death. — Octavius and Anthony gain a decisive vic- 
tory at Philippi in Macedon, over Brutus and Cassius, 
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B.C. who &11 bj their Of¥m hands. — ^Anthony joins Cleo- 
pfttra — Octavius returns to Rome (Octayia). 
30. The suppressed rivahry between the two Roman leaders 
revives, and causes civil war — Anthony is defeated 
in the naval battle of Actium, 31, and retreats to 
£gypt with Cleopatra, where both destroy them- 
selves. — ^Eg3rpt is reduced to a Roman province. — ^The 
Republic ceases. — Octavius, now sole master of Rome, 
ascends the imperial throne with the title of Cteaar 
^ugu9ttA$. — ^The Roman empire contains at this time 
100,000 square miles, and a population of 120 mil- 
lions, the city having two millions of inhabitants and 
400 temples. — ^This is the golden age of Roman litera- 
ture — ^^rippa the warrior ; Mecsenas the statesman 
and patron of arts and sciences; Horace, Virgil, 
Ovid, Juvenal, the poets ; Sallust, Csesar, livy, 
Cornelius Nepos, the historians ; Cicero the orator ; 
add to the splendour of this period. — ^Drusus and 
Tiberius, the step-sons of Augustus, invade Germany 
as far as the Elbe, and defeat the Rhseti and Yind^- 
lici, 12 to 9. 



FOURTH PERIOD. 

FbOM B.C. 30 TO A.D. 476. 

Fbom Augustus to Romulus Augustulus, or, 

From the Rise to the Fall of the Roman Empire. 



This period comprises — ^Man's Redemption — ^the establish- 
ment, persecation, and final triumph of the Christian religion — 
the Roman empire^ its division and fall, and the decay of 
Boman literature. German barbarians overwhelm Italy, and 
swarms of Asiatic tribes invade Europe. Civilization advances 
towards the North and East. 



The BIRTH OF OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST 
in Bethlehem of Judea^ in the 30th year of the 
reign of Csesar Augustus, Herod the ^eat being 
king in Jerusalem, and peace prevailmg all over

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A.D tKe world, begins a new era in the history of 
mankind. 
9. Armenius or Hermann defeats the Roman legions 
Tinder Varus, 9. — ^Tiberius Caesar, a cruel despot, 
succeeds Augustus. — Germanicus, the son of Drusus, 
is victorious in the war against the Germans. — Se- 
janus, the emperor's favourite. — Strabo, the Greek 
geographer.— John Baptist is put to death by Herod 
Antipas, 30. 

33. The Crucifixion of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
his Resurrection and Ascension, in the 15th 
year of the reign of Tiberius, Pilate being 
governor of Judea, complete the work of man's 
Redemption. 
Stephen, the first martyr, is stoned by the Jews. — 
Cahgula, the son of Germanicus, an insane tyrant, is 
put to death after a short reign, 37. — Claudius, the 
weak and cruel brother of Germanicus, succeeds to 
the empire, 41, and invades Britain. — Herod Agrippa 
puts to death James, and imprisons Peter, 44. — 
Paul preaches at Athens, 50. — Caractacus is de- 
feated and brought as prisoner to Rome^ 51. — ^Nero, 
the last of the family of Csesar, and a monster of 
cruelty, the murderer of his teacher, Seneca, of his 
mother, brother, and wife — sets Rome on fire — orders 
the ^v%\> persecution of the Christians, in which Peter 
and Paul suffer martyrdom, 64 — and at last destroys 
himself. — Suetonius PauUnus destroys Mona^ the 
chief seat ofDruidical superstition in Britain^ and 
defeats Boadicea^ 61. — Galba, Otho, and the des- 
picable spendthrift, Vitellius, occupy the imperial 
throne in quick succession. 
70. Vespasian restores peace and order — ^promotes arts and 
sciences — ^and is the first of the successors of Augus- 
tus who dies a natural death, 79. — ^In the first year 
of his reign Jerusalem is taken and destroyed by 
Titus, which terminates the war with the Jews, 70. — 
The short reign of Titus, called " the delight of man- 
kind," is a period of happiness and prosperity to the 
empire, 79. — ^An eruption of Vesuvius overwhelms 
Herculaneum and Pompeii — and Pliny, the elder, the 
naturalist, loses his life. — Domitian, the brother of 
Titus, the last of the twelve Caesars, a voluptuous 
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A.D. tyrant, cmelly persecutes the Christians. — Britain is 
conquered by ^gricola^ 81. — Nerva, an aged but 
yirtuous man, succeeds to the imperial crown. — 
The Jewish historian, Jos^phus, writes about this time. 

100. Trajan, the adopted son of Nerva, extends the empire 
by his conquests during a glorious reign from 98 to 
117, and promotes its internal prosperity by his jus- 
tice and munificence. — ^Tacitus, the historian ; Plu- 
tarch, Suetonius, Juvenal, Quinctilian, and the younger 
Pliny, adorn this reign ; — which is, however, disgraced 
by the third persecution of the Christians, 107, 
when Ignatius of Antioch suffers martyrdom. — 
Adrian's reign is a period of public happiness and 
splendour, 117 to 113 ; — ^he visits all his dominions — 
and builds in Britain a wall against the inroads of 
the Picts and Scots, 120. — ^The Jews revolt. 

138. Antoninus Pius, the most deserving of the emperors, 
is the father and benefactor of his people, 138 to 161. 
— ^Antoninus the wise, or Marcus Aurelius the phi- 
losopher, a virtuous prince, is engaged in war against 
the Germans, 161 to 180. — Conmiodus, his son, is a 
cruel voluptuary, 180 to 192. — Under the Antonines, 
Ptolemy the geographer; Epictetus the stoic; and 
Lucian the satirist, flourish. — ^Polycarp suffers mar- 
tyrdom, 167. 

200. During a period of about 100 years a series of monarchs 
occupy the imperial throne, the majority of whom 
are vile characters, and of these Heliogabalus is the 
most infamous. — ^The Praetorian soldiers sell the 
crown to the highest bidder, and dethrone whom they 
please : — ^an awful corruption of manners is the 
consequence. — Septimius Severus curbs the power of 
the Praetorians for a time— and restores peace and 
order : — ^he dies at York, having built a second wall 
in the North of England, 211. — Caracalla, his exe- 
crable son, reigns six years, having killed his brother 
Geta. — ^Alexander Severus, an enlightened prince, 
favours the Christians, 222. — ^Aurelian conquers 
Zenobia, queen of Palmyra, at Edessa; — ^Longinus, 
the Greek critic, is her minister. 

250. Arsaces founds the Parthian empire^ reaching from 
the Euphrates to the Indus ; — ^it is governed by the 
Arsacedae till Artaxerxes or Ardshir revolts : — ^he 
establishes a new dynasty, called Sessanians, who 
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▲.B. mainttim the sovereignty of the middle Persian em- 
pire above 400 years. 

300. Tenth, and last persecution of the Christians, under 
Dioclesian and Galerius. — ^The division of the imperial 
power among Four, two of whom have the tide of 
Augustus, the other two being called Csesars, accele- 
rates the fall of the empire. — DioclSsian andMaximian 
resign, and the two Caesars, Galerius and Constan- 
tins, succeed them, 305. Monks make their appear- 
ance in Egypt. 

333. CoNSTANTiNE the great, the son of Constantius Chlorus, 
subdues his &ye rivals, and makes himself sole master 
of the empire : — ^he represses the barbarians-~em- 
braces Christianity — ^makes it the religion of the 
state — and removes the seat of the empire to Byzan- 
tium, which he -calls Constantinople ; — ^he also con- 
venes the Council of Mce, which condenms the 
doctrines of Arius. — ^The first monastery is estab- 
lished in Egypt by Pachomius. — Constantius, a weak 
prince, is succeeded by Julian, who having renounced 
the Christian &ith, is called the apostate : — ^he restores 
the glory of the Roman arms— checks the invasions 
of the Franks, Alemannians, and others — suppresses 
Christianity — and dies fighting against the Persians, 
'361. 

375. During the joint reign of the two brothers, Yalentinian 
in the West, and Yalens in the East, a general 
movement of the barbarian tribes in seach of new 
settlements commences, by which the existing order 
of things is subverted, the population of old states 
changed, and nations little, if at all, known before, 
are introduced on the pages of history. — ^The Huns 
or Monguls, a barbarous people who had conquered 
China, but are now expelled, begin the movement— 
attack the Groths — and oblige them to leave their 
abode. — ^The Goths, a Scythian tribe, who had set- 
tled between the Don and the Danube, 300, the 
Dnieper separating the Visigoths from the Ostrogoths, 
are pressed bv the Huns till the Visigoths cross the 
Danube— defeat Valens at Adrianople, 364 — and 
settle in Thrace — the Ostrogoths meanwhile ravage 
Achaia and Pannonia. Ulphilas translates the Bible 
into Gothic. 

895. Theodosius the great, rules over the whole realm, 
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A.D. from 379 to 395 — ^fiilly establishes the Christiaii 
religion — ^repels the encroachments of the barbarians 
— and secures the prosperity of his people ; — ^finally, 
he divides the empire into the Eastern and Western^ 
leaving it to his sons, then minors.— Arcadius governs 
the East mider Rufinus, and Honorius the West 
under Stilicho. The Huns overspread the eastern 
provinces, and the Goths establish themselves in 
Greece — ^they attempt to add Italy to their territory, 
but are repulsed by Stilicho. Ambrose of Milan, 
Augustin of Hippo, and Chrysostomus, belong to the 
£a.thers of the church. 

410. Rome is taken, sacked, and burnt, by Alaric the Visi- 
goth, 410. The Suevi and Visigoths settle in Spain — 
the Burgundians, Franks, and others, in the South 
of France^ where they build Toulouse — ^the Saxons, 
Thuringians, and Alemaimians, in Germany. Car- 
thage is ts^en by Genseric, who establishes the 
Vandals in Africa^ 429. The Romans finally 
evacuate Britain, leaving it exposed to the inva- 
sions of the Picts and Scots, 448. 

450. Attila, king of the Huns, grows formidable — defeats 
the Romans under ^tius, the general of Valen- 
tinian HI.-*— and compels them to purchase peace : — 
he is vanquished at Chalons sur Mame, 451 ; — ^he 
then subdues and ravages Lombardy, the inhabitants 
of which flee for safety to the islands and build F'en- 
ice, 453. — ^The dissensions of his sons relieve the 
falling empire of the West for some time. Invited 
by the Britons to assist them against the Picts 
and Scots, the Anglo-Saxons under Hengist and 
Horsa, establish the heptarchy in England — it 
consists of Essex, Wessex, Sussex, Kent, Mercia^ 
Eastanglia, and Northumberland, Rome is plun- 
dered by the Vandals, 455. 

47^. Romulus Augiistulus, the last emperor of Rome, is 
dethroned by Odoacer, king of the Heruli, and the 
western portion of the mighty empire that had ruled 
the world, comes to an end 1220 years after the 
building of Rome.

The history of the Middle Ages comprises the space of a 
thousand years, firom the overthrow of the temporal power of 
Rome by the establishment of the Germanic kingdoms in 
Europe, to the fatal blow given to its spiritual dominion by 
the reformation and the revival of learning. The most emi- 
nent nations, though chiefiy barbarians, were, 

1, various German tribes^ as the Goths, the Franks^ the 
Saxons f the Normans and Danes, and the Lombards / 

2, the Huns ; 
8, the Greeks; 

4, the Persians ,• 

5, the ArabSj or Saracens ; 

6, the Turks ; 

7, the Monguls : 

8, the Slavonians, comprising Russians, Poles, Boh^ 
mians, and others ; 

9, the Chinese. 

The spiritual dominion of the Pope exercises a greater in- 
fluence over the condition of the nations of Europe than any 
other power, producing ignorance, superstition, and bigotry. 
Struggles between the Feudal system and the Hierarchy 
convulse most states. The chief seat of events is central 
Europe. 
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FIRST PERIOD. 
From a.d. 476 to 800. 

Fbom Romulus Augustulus to Charlemagne, or, 

From the Fall of the Roman Empire to the Rise of the great 

Monarchy of the Franks. 



The most remarkable features of this period are — ^The intro- 
duction of the Religion of Mahomet (Islam) — ^The rise of the 
mighty Arabian empire {the Califate) — ^The separation of the 
Greek and Latin churches — ^The beginning of the power of 
the papacy — ^The increase of the darkness of barbarism — ^and 
a change of nations, languages, customs, laws, and modes of 
government, as great as if a new world were introduced on 
the stage of history. 



A.D. Cloyis establishes the kingdom of the Franks^ a 

500. Grerman tribe, whose name denotes their love of 
liberty, 481 to 511. — He conquers Rome — ^is victo- 
rious over the Alemannians at Zulpich — subdues the 
Yisigotlis and Burgundians — and makes himself the 
most powerful sovereign in Europe. — ^His descendants 
are cidled Merovingians^ and reign nearly 300 years ; 
but frequent divisions of the kingdom, and civil wars, 
soon weaken it so that another dynasty usurps the 
throne. Theodoric the great compels Odoacer to 
surrender Italy, 493, and founds the kingdom of the 
Ostrogothsj which, however, lasts only 60 years. 

555. Justinian I. of Constantinople subdues the Vandals in 
AMca, 534, and the Ostrogoths under Totila in Italy, 
553, Belisarius and Narses being his generals : — 
he repels the formidable attacks of the Persians under 
Cosroes — and collects the code oi Roman laws (corpus 
juris). Silkworms are brought by a monk from 
China to Greece. 

568. Albdn establishes the kingdom of the Lombards^ or 
Longobards, which stands 200 years, till 774, having 
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A.D. Pavia for its capital. The Visigoths conquer the 
greater part of Spain, The Exarchate of Ravenna 
is seized by the Greek emperor, 569. 

600. Gregory I., called the great, is acknowledged as Pope 
by Phocas, emperor of the East, after a long contest 
for the supremacy with the Patriarch of Constan- 
tinople. Christiajiity is introduced into England 
hy Augustine the monk, — The petty sovereigns of 
the heptarchy are at variance with each other 
throughout this period, Heraclius of Constanti- 
nople is successful against the Bulgarians, and 
recovers the Asiatic provinces from the Persians, 
whose power he shakes to the foundation — ^but he 
loses aU again by the enthusiastic bravery of the 
Arabs, who besiege Constantinople twice. 

622. Mahomet founds a nero religion (Islam), 569 to 
632 — ^and a new empire (the Califate) — ^raising 
the Arabs or Saracens to a conquering nation by 
religious frenzy : — ^he flees to Medina, 622 (the He- 
gira)— conquers Mecca — and makes himself master 
of all Arabia. — ^The Koran. — His three immedi^,te 
successors or Califs^ Abu Bekr, Omar, and Othman, 
conquer Persia, Syria, Egypt, North- Africa, and a 
great part of Middle-Asia. — Omar bums the library 
at Alexandria, 640 — and takes Jerusalem. — Civil 
broils under Ali stop the torrent of conquest for a 
while — ^but it bursts forth again under Moaviah 
(Moavijah), the first of the Ommtades — ^he transfers 
the seat of the empire to Damascus — and extends 
his conquests to the very gates of Constantinople. 

700. Al Walid conquers Spain and the South of France, 
by his generals, Musa and Al Tarek — ^the latter 
having landed at Calpe or Gabel Tarek (now Gibral- 
tar) and obtained a decisive victory over Roderick, 
king of the Visigoths, at Xerez, 711. The Greeks^ 
under Leo the Isaurian, are occupied with endless 
controversies and violent contests on image worship 
(Iconoclasts). — Constantine Cropronimus succeeds 
Leo. Luitprand, the ambitious king of the Lorn- 
hards^ takes Ravenna and reduces the Exarchate to 
a dukedom, 716. 

732. Charles Martel, son of Pepin of Heristal, major 
domus, or prime minister of the king of the Franks, 
arrests the progress of the invading Saracens, and 
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A.D. mgnally defeats them near Tours. The venerable 
Bade, an eminent father of the English church, dies, 
735. 

750. Pepin the short, son of Charles Martel, dethrones 
Childeric HE. and makes himself king of the Franks, 
being the first of the Carlovingian dynasty, so called 
after his son Charles the great, 751 : — ^he seizes the 
Exarchate of Ravenna, 755 — ^and makes a donation 
of it to pope Stephen IL — ^This forms the state of the 
church (patrimonium Petri), and makes the pope a 
temporal prince. Winifred, or Bonifacius, an Eng- 
lish monk, introduces Christianity into Germany, 
714 to 755. Abul Abbas dethrones the Ommlades, 
and founds the dynasty of the Abbassides. — ^Al Man- 
sor transfers the seat of government to Bagdad, and 
cultivates learning, 762. — Under Harun al Rashid, 
the Arabs attain to their highest splendour: — ^his 
reign is the golden age of Arabian and Persian lite- 
rature, 785. — ^Al-Mamun, his son, even excels him in 
love of learning. — ^Abderrhaman founds the indepen- 
dent Califate of Cordova. 

768. Charles the great, or Charlemagne^ extends the 
empire of the Franks^ from the Ebro in Spain, to the 
Baab in Hungary, and from the Eider in Denmark, to 
the Tiber in Italy : — ^he takes Pavia, and puts an end 
to the Lombard-dominion under Desiderius, 774 ; — 
he conquers Spain as far as the Ebro — subdues the 
Saxons under Wittekind and Alboin, after a war of 
30 years, from 772 to 803 — ^promotes learning^ 
assisted by Alcuin, an English ecclesiastic, and Egin- 
hard, the first German historian — encourages com^ 
merce — ^builds Hamburgh — ^and appoints Counts 
(comites) to govern the provinces. 
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SECOND PERIOD. 

Fbom 800, TO 1096. 
From Charlemagne to the First CRuaADE, or, 

From the Commencement of the Papal power to the Union of 
Christian Europe agcdnst the Saracens. 



The two mighty empires so conspicuous at the close of the 
last period, the great empire of the Franks in the West, and 
the califate in the East, now begin to decline. The Greek 
empire at Constantinople continues to languish in a state of 
decay. Ignorance and superstition increase, notwithstanding 
the efforts of some princes to promote learning; and the 
establishment of several Universities, Constant wars among 
the sovereigns, and private feuds among the nobles, debase 
all Europe. Germany takes the lead among the European 
states — the power of the Saracens gradually decreases — and the 
empire of the Franks is divided. England, united under one 
sovereign, rises to distinction — at the close of the period its 
Anglo-Saxon kings are succeeded by the Norman-rau. 



A.D. Charlemagne is crowned at Rome emperor of the 
800. West, or Roman emperor^ hj Leo HI. : he is suc- 
ceeded by Lewis le Debonaire, 814, who divides his 
dominions among his children ;— dissensions and wars 
ensue. — ^The battle of Fontenoy, 841, is followed by 
the Treaty of Verdun^ 843. — ^Lothaire retains Italy 
and the imperial crown — Charles the bald obtains 
France — ^and Lewis the German takes Germany. 
Egbert unites the kingdoms of the Heptarchy^ and 
rules over all England^ 827. — The Danes or J^or- 
mans invade the island. Bunk, a Norman, founds 
the Russian empire, 852. The bold and piratical 
Normans discover Iceland. 
888. Alfred the great, 871 to 901, expels the Danes — 
divides England into counties — makes London his 
capital — establishes trial by jury — and encourages 
learning (Oxford). — ^In Spain^ arts and sciences 
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A.D. flourish under the Arabs or Moors. Charles the 
fat reunites the Roman empire — ^but is soon afler 
deposed. — ^Amulf, his successor, defeats the Normans. 
The Magyars, under Arpad, take possession of Pan- 
nonia and found Hungary, 

900. Lewis the child is the last of the German Carlo- 
vingians, 911, Franconian and Saxon sovereigns suc- 
ceeding. — Germany is constituted an elective mon- 
archy, and Conrad I. is chosen king by the nobles. 
BoUo, the Norman, establishes himself in France as 
Robert I., duke of J^ormandy — ^his capital is Bouen. 

919. Henry the fowler, the first of a succession of Saxon 
kings, from 919 to 1024, defeats the predatory Hun- 
garians at Merseburg, 988, and fortifies the towns. 

955. Otho the great permanently unites the imperial 
dignity to the German empire : — ^he defeats the Hun- 
garians at Augsburg, 955, and puts a stop to their 
invasions. — Otho H. is engaged in war with the 
Greeks for the possession of South-Italy, 973. — 
Otho HI. chiefly resides in Italy, 988---his tutor 
G^rbert is made pope Sylvester II. Edgar is the 
obsequious slave of the ambition of the English 
clergy (DunstanJ. The Normans discover Green- 
land, 988. 

987. Hugh Capet extrudes the Carlovingians, and ascends 
the throne of France^ the first of the Capetingians^ 
which dynasty has maintained itself to the present 
time ; — ^he mc^es Faiis his capital. 
1000. Christianity spreads over the whole of Europe. — 
Stephen, the first king of Hungary ; Bolislav, the first 
king of Foland; — (Jlaf of Norway; and Olaf of 
Sweden ; also Vladimir the great of Russia ; introduce 
the Christian religion into their countries — ^the Hussians 
joining the Greek church — ^the others the Latin. 
Sweyne of Denmark overruns England during the 
reigns of Ethelred and Edmund Ironside, and 
exacts Danegelt, 1013. Mahmud of Gizni, a Turk, 
establishes a mighty empire in Persia and India, 

1017. Canute the great, king of Denmark and Norway, 
the most powerful fnonarch of his time, makes 
himself king of England, 1017 ; — his sons, Harold 
and Hardicanute, are merciless tyrants : — tJie 
latter is succeeded by Edward the Confessor, 1041, 
who restores the Anglo-Saxon line, and bequeathe 
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A.D. his kingdom to the duke of J\rormandy. Macbeth 
usurps the crown of Scotland^ 1040 — Malcolm 
Canmore defeats and succeeds hi7n, 1057. Henry 
n., the last Saxon emperor, is succeeded by a line of 
Franconian princes, 1024 to 1125 ;— of these Con- 
rad n. is the first — ^after him comes Henry HI., a 
pious and powerful monarch, 1039. The state of 
Aries, established 933, reverts to Germany, 1032i 

1066. William the conqueror, duke of Normandy^ de- 
feats Harold at Hastings — makes himself king of 
England — introduces the feudal lares— favours his 
J^orman subjects — and has a survey of England 
made, which is preserved in the Doomsday -hook, — 
J^&rman kings now govern England, William 
Rufus succeeding his father, 1087 to 1100. In 
the South of Italy the intrepid Normans under 
Robert Guiscard and Roger wrest from the Greeks 
and Arabs the states of Apulia and Sicily. The 
Califs, stripped of their power, must submit to the 
rule of their prime ministers, mostly Turks, and 
called Emirs al Omra ; — ^and at the end of this period 
their vast empire is parcelled out in no less than thirty 
difierent dynasties. Togrul Beg, the Seljuk Emir 
al Omra, conquers Arabia, Palestine, Persia, and 
most of Asia minor, 1038 ; — ^he is succeeded by 
Alp Arslan, 1063. The Greek empire is assailed 
by the Turks as well as by the Bulgarians and 
Russians, and only retains Greece, Macedon, Ulyria, 
and Thrace. In Spain, Pelayo and his successors 
establish the kingdom of Leon ; — Castile, Arragon, and 
Navarre, also shake off the yoke of the Moors. 
Por^w^a/ becomes an independent state under Henry 
of Burgundy. 

1077. Henry IV. of Germany is engaged in violent contests 
with the Saxons and pope Gregory VH (Hildebrand), 
1056 to 1106. Simony, or the sale of spiritual 
offices, and the investiture, or the installation of the 
clergy exercised or claimed by the pope, cause a 
fierce and long struggle for supremacy betweeen the 
spiritual dominion of Rome and the temporal powers 
of Europe. The celibacy of the clergy is established. 
Henry does penance at Canossa. — Henry V. is the last 
of the Franconian emperors.. Rodrigo the Cid con- 
quers New Castile for Alphonso of Old Castile, 1090. 
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THIRD PERIOD. 
Fbom A.D. 1096 TO 1273. 

Fbom the First Crusade to Eudolph op 

Habsburgh^ or; 

From the combined efforts of Christian Europe to gain pos- 
session of the Holj land and to extirpate the Infidels, to the 
accession of the house of Austria to the imperial dignity of 
Grermany, and of Edward I. to the English throne. 



The peculiar features of the Middle Ages fully develop 
themselves — priestcraft, religions fanaticism, pilgrimages, 
knights-errantrj, and chivalrous enterprises prevail, produdns 
the Crusades, which for 200 years exhaust the population and 
resources of Europe. Arts, sciences, and commerce, revive in 
spite of papal thraldom. Europe and Asia minor are the field 
of action. 



A.D. Beginning of the Crusades, or wars undertaken by 
1096. wild fanaticism against the infidels to recover Pales- 
tine from the Saracens or Turks. — ^The first of the 
seven crusades is instigated by Peter the hermit and 
pope Urban IE. — ^More than 80,000 followers of 
Peter are cut to pieces by the sultan of Iconium on 
the plains of Nicea, before they reach Palestine. — 
Godfrey of Bouillon, his brother Baldwin, Eaymont 
of Toulouse, Robert of Normandy, Tancred, and 
others, take the cross and march towards the holy 
land with a vast army — Jerusalem is captured and 
Baldwin made king, 1099. — The orders of tiie knights 
of *S'/. John (Hospitallers), 1099; of the Knights 
Templars,, 1113 ; and of the Teut(mic]uQ^^Xs^ 1190, 
are instituted. — Alexius Comnenus of Constantinople 
meets the Crusaders with professions of good-will 
and acts of deceit. The Assassins of Lebanon, under 
the despotic rule of their Sheikh, or ^' old man of the 
mountain/' are dreaded by every power, there being 

d3 
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A.D. no security from their stroke ; — ^they remain unsub- 
dued till 1272 : — ^the Druses are probably a rem- 
nant of them. 

1100. Henry I, sticceeda to the English throne during the 
absence of his brother Robert^ 1100 ; — after him 
Stephen of Blots, his nephew, seizes the crown^ 
1125. — ^David I. reigns in Scotland. — Philip I. in 
France — ^and Lothaire of Saxony in Germany, 1125 
to 1138. 

1138. Conrad m., of the house of Hohenstaufen, is the first 
of the Swabian emperors who fill the German throne 
for more than 100 years, to 1254 :— during this long 
time Germany is distracted by the factions of the 
Guelfs and Gibellines, the papal and the imperial 
parties. Alfonso I. raises Portugal to a kingdom, 
having defeated the Moors. 

1146. The second Crusade is undertaken by Conrad m. of 
Germany, and Louis Vlll. of France, at the instiga- 
tion of Bemhard of Clairveaux, 1146 to 1149. — ^The 
two monarchs are defeated and return with shame. 
Frederick I., Barbarossa, the greatest of the Swa- 
bian emperors, is engaged in a severe contest with 
the towns of Lombardy and the pope : — ^he is defeated 
at Legnano, and concludes a treaty at Venice with 
Alexander III., 1177 ; — ^he is also at enmity with 
Henry the Lion, Duke of Bavaria and Saxony. 
Albert the Bear, first Margrave of Brandenburg, 
builds Berlin, 1162. Waldemar of Denmark ex- 
tends his conquests to the East coast of Germany, 
and makes himself king of the Vandals. Henry II. 
Plantagenet, begins to reign rmth every promise of 
prosperity, but Thomas a Becket, archbishop of 
Canterbury, destroys his peace ; and his own chil- 
dren rebel against him : — he conquers Ireland^ 
1 1 72 — and takes William of Scotland prisoner. — 
Richard Cocur de Lion succeeds him, 1189. Sala- 
din the generous, nephew of the sultan of Egypt, 
takes Jerusalem, 1187. 

1190. The third and fourth Crusades are headed by the 
emperor Frederick I., who dies in Asia, and the 
kings of France and England, Philip Augustus and 
Richard L, 1189 to 1190— the latter defeats Saladin 
at Ascalon. — On his way home Richard is detained 
as a prisoner in Germany till ransomed by his 
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A.D. subjects. Henry VI., of Germany marries the 
heiress of Naples and Sicily, the possession of which 
countries is most disastrous to his own, 11 90 to 1197. — 
Otho rV., a Saxon, succeeds him, 1197 ; — ^he engages 
Philip Augustus in battle at Bovines, 1214. 

1200. Constantinople is taken by the Crusaders, 1202, and 
continues for 60 years under Latin emperors, when 
it is retaken by the Greeks. Alexius Comneni founds 
the empire of Trebisond. Commerce flourishes in 
Genoa and Venice (Dandolo). The Waldenses aad 
jilhigenses in the Pays de Vaux are cruelly perse- 
cuted by the pope, and Simon of Montford, 1204. 
The orders of Franciscan and Dominican monks are 
instituted. Innocent IQ. establishes the Inquisition. 
The Christian kings in Spain, Ferdinand the saint, 
of Castile, and James of Arragon, defeat the Moors 
at Tolosa. Gengiskhan, with his Tartars, conquers 
Oungh of Korakorum, the supposed Prester John, 
1202, and founds the mighty empire of the Monguls^ 
extending from China to Germany. 

1215. John Lackland, the successor of Richard, 1 1 99, loses 
his continental possessions ; — he is excommunicated 
by the pope ; — his powerful barons compel him to 
sign the Charter, or Magna Charta, at Bunny- 
mede, — His son, Henry III,, succeeds him, 1216. — 
Robin Hood, *Uhe prince of thieves," and little John^ 
one of his followers, are much dreaded robbers. 

1228. Th^ fifth Crusade is undertaken by the emperor Fred- 
erick n. whilst excommunicated by pope Gregory IX. 

1241. The battle of Liegnitz saves Europe from the Monguls. 
The league of the Hanstovens secures the commerce of 
the cities belonging to it : the chief of these are, Ham- 
burgh, Lubeck, Bremen, Magdeburg, London, Nov- 
gorod, &c. The Teutonic knights conquer Prussia, 
1228 to 1283. Waldemar 11., of Denmark, raises 
himself to great power, but cannot maintain it. At the 
council of Lyons Frederick 11. is excommunicated by 
pope Innocent IV. Poetry (the Troubadours), Archi- 
tecture, and Tournaments, are generally cultivated. 

1250. The two last unfortunate Crusades are undertaken by 
Louis IX. of France ; the sixth against Egypt, 1248, 
at that time under the rule of the Mamelukes ; and 
the seventh against Tunis, 1270. — ^This last enter- 
prise, in which the French king perishes, terminates 
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A.D. the Crusades, Europe having lost about two ipillions. of 
its population. The emperor, Conrad IV., directs 
his attention chiefly to Naples, 1250 to 1254 : — after 
his death there is an interregnum, Bichard of Corn- 
wall and Alphonso of CastUe being nominally em- 
perors. — Conradin, the last of the Hohenstaufen, 
loses his life in defence of his hereditary right to the 
two Sicilies, against Charles of Anjou, who had 
conquered Naples, and to whom pope Clement IV. 
had given SicHy. Michael Faliologus restores the 
Greek empire in Constantinople, 1261. 
1264. The long reign of Henry III, of England is spent 
in ciM commotions — the king and prince Edward 
are made prisoners at Leroes^ 1264 — ths Earl of 
Leicester assumes the regency and summons a 
Parliament^ the house (tf Commons of which is 
formed on the present plan : — at Evesham the 
Earl is defeated by the Prince, 1265 — and Henry 
is restored to the throne. — Edward L succeeds his 
father, 1272. 



FOURTH PERIOD. 
From a.d. 1273 to 1515. 

Feom Rudolph op Habsburgh to the Refor- 
mation, or, 

From the accession of the house of Austria to the German 
empire, and of Edward I. to the English throne, to the over- 
throw of the papal dominion in the North of Europe, and 
the discovery of a New world in the West. 



The imperial power is restored in Germany, though with 
diminished lustre — but the pope is stripped of his supremacy. — 
Chivalry and the feudal-system give way to more useful pur- 
suits, and more liberal institutions. — The towns rtse to impor- 
tance — trade and commerce are extended, though still the 
monopoly of the maritime sta/tes — and the use of the marinei's 
compass £Eicilitates navigation. The discovery of America opens 
a new field for enterprise — and the art of printing gives a firesh 
impulse to the cultivation of sciences and literature. 



1273. Rudolph of Hahshurgh ascends the imperial throne of 
Germany after the interregnum ; — ^he curbs the nobles 
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A.b, — ^restores order— conquers Ottokar of Bohemia, 
1278 — and acquires the duchy of Austria. The in- 
habitants of Sicily avenge the arrogance of Charles 
L, by the slaughter of the French, called the Sicilian 
vesper, 1282 — and Peter of Arragon obtains the 
island. Pope Boniface IQ. is involved in violent 
contests with Philip IV., the fair of France : — ^Avig- 
non becomes the residence of the papal court for 76 
years. The Knights-templars are suppressed by the 
French king with great cruelty, 1310. Edward /. 
annexes Wales to the English crown^ 1283 — 
and claims feudal sovereignty over Scotland. — 
Baliol is compelled to resign the kingdom — Wal- 
lace asserts its independence till he is defeated 
at Falkirk^ and executed^ 1304. — Robert Bruce 
assumes the crown, 1306. Ptolomai's or Acre, the 
last town held by the Christians in Palestine, falls 
into the hands of the Saracens, 1291. Osman founds 
the Turkish empire, and establishes the present 
dynasty on the throne, 1288 to 1326: — under his 
successor the Janizaries are formed, 1830, constituting 
the first standing army, a kind of Praetorian guard. 

1300. Albert I. of Austria having slain his opponent in the 
battle of Worms, 1298, is made emperor ; — he falls by 
the hand of his nephew, John the parricide, 1308. 
The Revolution in Switzerland, caused by the cruelty 
of the Austrian Governors, Gessler and Landen- 
berg, establishes the independence of the Helvetic 
republic, after a severe struggle: — ^The Cantons of 
Schwitz, Uri, and Unterwalden combine to assert 
their liberty, and defeat the Austrians under Leopold 
at Morgarten, 1315. (WiUiam TeU.) Henry VH. 
of Luxemburg is engaged in war with Robert of 
Naples. Lewis of Bavaria, and Frederick of Austria, 
compete for the crown ; — the latter is defeated and 
made prisoner at Miihldorf, 1322. Edward IL is 
defeated by Robert Bruce at Bannockburn, 1314, 
and deposed by his nobles, 1327. Charles of Anjou 
acquires the crown of Hungary, 1310, and raises this 
kingdom to a high degree of splendour. About this 
time the use of the Mariner's Compass is introduced, 
1300. Dante, the Italian poet, dies, 1321. 

1333. Edward III. claims the French crown ^ which causes 
a war of more than 100 yearns duration, 1339. — 



Si THE MIDDLE AGES, A.D. 1350 TO 1400; 

A.D. In Scotland the fetidal aristocracy attains to* a 
greater height than in almost any other country^ 
and the power of the barons is a perpetual source 
of disorder, Caflimir lU., the great, king of 
Poland^ ordains just laws, and promotes arts and 
sciences. 
1350. The house of Luxemburg occupies the imperial throne 
for sixty years, firom 1347 to 1407 — ^Charles IV. 
publishes the Golden Bull, which became the funda- 
mental law of the German empire, fixing the order 
of imperial elections, and the number of the electors 
(seven), 1355 ; — he sdso founds the first German uni- 
versity at Prague. France^ under Philip of Valois 
is invaded by the English, who gain the battle of 
Crecy^ 1348, in which John of Bohemiay the 
emperor's father^ falls: — Calais is taken by the 
Englishy and retained 200 years. — TJie lilack 
prince defeats John of France at Poitiersy and 
leads him prisoner to London^ 1356. — Robert y high 
» steward of Scotland, /row whom the hoitse of the 
Sttcarts is descended, succeeds his uncle David, 
1370, — and James I, reigns after him — Gunpowder 
is first made by Barthold Schwarz — Rag-Paper is 
invented about the same time. 
1377. Richard IL, son of the Black prince, succeeds his 
grandfather ; — hg quells the insurrection of Wat 
Tyler — but dissensions among the nobles disturb 
the state — and he is deposed, 1399. — Wickliffe 
prea4ihes and writes against popish errors; — his 
followers, the Lollards, are exposed to cruel per^ 
seeutions, Lewis the great, king of Hungary and 
Poland, leaves his dominions to his two married 
daughters, 1382, in consequence of which Hungary 
is acquired by Austria, and Poland by Jagellon I., 
the founder of the Jagellonian dynasty. Prince 
Henry of Portugal undertakes the first voyage of 
discovery, 1382. Charles V., the wise, rules over 
France, (Bertrand du Guesclin.) The Swiss con- 
quer the Austrians at Sempach, 1386. (Arnold 
Winkelried.) By the treaty of Colmar, the three 
Scandinavian states are united under Margaret L of 
Denmark, 1397. Chaucer the English, and Petrarch 
the Italian poet, gain celebrity. 

1400. The emperor Wenceslaus L of Bohemia is deposed. 
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A.D. Timur or Tamerlake, the Mongolian conqueror and 
prince of the Usbeck Tartars, takes Delhi, 1398, and 
reduces the greater part of Hindostan ; — ^his capital 
is the ancient city of Samarcand ; — ^he conquers the 
Turkish sultan Bajacet at Angoria (Ancyra), 1402. 
Jagellon of Poland gains a decisive victory over the 
Grerman knights in Prussia, at Tannenberg, 1410. 
Galleazzo Yisconti is duke of Afilan, 

1414. The general Council op Constance is convened by 
Sigismund the emperor — ^the three rival popes are 
superseded by Martin Y. — John Huss and Jerome of 
Pi^e, the Bohemian reformers, suffer mart^om. 
— ^The religious wars of the Hussites (the Calixtines 
and Taborites) devastate Bohemia and Grermany, 
from 1419 to 1437. — The Bohemian church of the 
Brethren, or Unitas fratrum, takes its rise about 
this time. Henry IV, has a disturbed reign ^ and 
sets the first example of religions persecution in 
England, 1399 to UIB.— Henry r. defeats Charles 
VII. of France at Agincourt, 1415, and conquers 
nearly the whole of France, — Henry VI is pro- 
claimed king at Paris and hondon^ when only 
nine months old. Assisted by Joan of Arc, the 
Maid of Orleans, Charles is crowned at Rheims, 
1429, and gradually recovers his dominions, the Eng- 
lish retaining only Calais, 1450. The Council of 
Bdsle is convened, 1431. Cosmo de Medici estab- 
lishes the influence of his family at Florence, 1434. 
Frederick m. succeeds Albert IE., and occupies the 
imperial throne, from 1439 to 1493. The Portu^ 
guese discover Madeira and other islands, 1420. 

1444. Ladislaus, king of Hungary and Poland, is conquered 
and slain at Yama by sultan Amurath 11., 1444 
(Hunyad, Waywode of Transylvania). Scanderbeg, or 
George Castriota, prince of Albania, maintains his 
independence ; but after his death, 1467, the Turks 
obtain his dominions. Mahomet 11. takes Constanti- 
nople. — Constantine PalseologusXI., the last emperor, 
falls in battle, and the Eastern or Greek empire is 
destroyed, 1453. — ^The Greeks seek reftige in Italy, 
and difiuse polite literature over the West of Europe. 
— ^Matthias Corvinus reigns in Hungary — George 
Podiebrad in Bohemia — Christian, of Oldenburg, in 
J^orway and Denmark— Mneas SHvius, as pope 
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A.D. Pius n., in Rome — and Sforza as duke, in Milan. — 
The art of Printing is invented by Guttenberg and 
other Germans, between 1440 and 1450 — ^in China it 
was known 500 years earlier. 

1455. England is distracted for 30 years by civil wars^ the 
houses of York (the White Rose), arid of Lan- 
caster (the Red Rose), contending for the crown^ 
from 1455 to 1485. — Edward of York, assisted by 
Warwick " the kingmaker,*' takes Henry of Lan- 
caster prisoner, 1461 ; — ten years afterwards he is 
himself imprisoned by Warwick, and Henry re^ 
stored, 1471 : — Warwick falls at Barnet — Mar- 
garet of Anjou, the intrepid queen of Henry, is 
defeated at Tewkesbury — and Edward IV. secures 
to himself the kingdom, 1472 to 1483. — Canton 
introduces the art of printing into England. 

1477. Charles the bold, duke of Burgundy, is engaged in 
war with the Swiss, and is defeated at Granson and 
Murten: — ^he falls at Nancy, fighting against the 
duke of Lorraine ; and Louis XI. takes possession 
of Burgundy, 1477 — ^the JsTetherlands are inherited 
by his daughter. Florence, under Lorenzo de 
Medici, is the chief seat of classical learning. By 
the marriage of Ferdinand of Arragon with Isabella 
of Castile, the two kingdoms are united, 1479 — 
Granada is taken, 1491 — and the dominion of the 
Moors in Spain is brought to an end after 800 years. 
— ^Ferdinand now assumes the title of King of Spain, 
and expels the Jews, thereby depriving his domin- 
ions of more than 150,000 industrious inhabitants.—* 
The inquisition is established in Spain. Vasco de 
Gama doubles the Cape of Good Hope, and reaches 
the coast of Malabar. — Groa becomes the capital of 
the Portuguese possessions in India, — ^they also 
subdue Ceylon — establish themselves in Bengal, and 
form a settlement at Macao ; — ^by them the slave-trade 
was commenced, 1444. 

1485. Richard III., the cruel duke of Gloucester, assumes 
the English crown after the murder of Edward 
V. and his brother the duke of York — he is 
defeated and slain at Bosworth, 1485, and Henry 
yll. (Tudor), obtains the throne ;--hy his mar- 
riage with Elizabeth, the daughter of Edward 
IV., he unites the interests of the rical parties. 
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A.D. and puts an end to the civil wars ; — he also restores 
industry and good order ; — his daughter Margaret 
marries James IV. of Scotland. Ivan Yassilie- 
vitch governs Russia. 

1492. Columbus the Genoese discovers America under the 
auspices of Ferdinand and Isabella, 1492, the island 
of Guanahani or St. Salvador being his first landing 
place (Port Howe). Maximilian I., son of Frede- 
rick in., is elected emperor^ 1493 ; he acquires the 
Netherlanda by his marriage with the heiress of 
Charles the bold — and establishes perpetual peace 
between the separate German states. — ^His son Philip 
marries the daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella. 
Louis XTT. of France is bent on acquiring Naples ; 
— ^Pope Alexander, noted for his crimes and those of 
his son Borgia, is joined by Ferdinand of Spain in 
r, repelling the French king. The League of Cam- 

hray against Venice is formed by pope Julius IE. 
The French under Bayard are expelled from Italy — 
Brittany is united to France. Sebastian Cabot 
lands in J^orth JLmerica^ 1499. Baber, a descen- 
dant of Timur, and founder of the Mogul empire in 
Hindostan, takes Cabul, 1506. 

1509. Henry VIII. ascends the English throne 1509 ; — 
he is engaged in a quarrel with James IV. of 
Scotland^ in which the Scotch Icing loses the bat- 
tle ofFlodden and his life, 1513.

Modern Histort begins with great Religious excitement 
throughout the world, which is followed by many Political 
changes. The /etuial system falls — the hierarchy \a subjected 
to the state — ^the civilizing influences of Europe extend be- 
yond the limits of the Old world, reaching into the fer 
West — colonies multiply in America as well as in the South 
of Asia and of Africa — and the Sclavonic tribes assume im- 
portance. Germany recedes on the stage of history — 
Spaiuy France^ and England successively take the lead — 
absolute monarchy attains its full development — ^the spirit of 
revolution endangers the tranquillity and order of almost 
every country — representative governments and fi'ee in- 
stitutions are called for every where — ^the middle ch^es gain 
increasing weight — -printing displays its ftdl importance — 
arts^ sciences^ and manufactures, are extended by important 
discoveries and inventions — education becomes general — 
vital religion manifests its power, and is diflused over the 
world — ^all which promotes kindly feelings, prosperity, and 
happiness, throughout the family of mankind.

From the Reformation to the Peace op 

Westphalia, or, 

From the Discovery of the New World to the Establishment 
of the Commonwealth in England. 



The protestant North, of Europe is engaged in a violent 
contest with the roman South. Grermany is conyulsed by 
religious and political .factions, and loses much of its impor- 
tance. The Spanish-Austrian-house leads the popish party. 
England assumes a more prominent position, and French 
ambition increases.

1515. The Reforihation is commenced — in Germany by 
Luther and Melanchthon, imder the protection of 
Frederick the wise of Saxony, 1517 — ^in Switzer- 
land by Zuinglius and Calvin, 1519 — ^in England 
by Henry VUJL. and Cranmer, 1533 — ^in Scotland by 
!Knox, 1554. Aroodji Barbarossa, a most remarkable 
adventurer, establishes himself on the coast of Tunis, 
and commences the dominion of the Turks over 
Algiers, 1516 ; — ^he is succeeded by his brother Hay- 
radin Barbarossa. 

1520. Charles V. succeeds to the Spanish throne, 1516 — ^at the 
death of Maximilian, Francis I. of France is his com- 
. petitor for the imperial crown ; — Charles is elected 
emperor, 1519 ; — ^Luther appears before him at 
Worms, to defend his doctrines, 1521. Gustavus 
Vasa liberates Sweden from the Danish yoke. — 
Frederick of Holstein is made king of Denmark 
and Norway — Christian 11. who governed the 
three kingdoms, is expeUed, 1521 ;— Lutheranism is 
established throughout Scandinavia. Leo X. of the 
Medici-family, elected pope, 1513, institutes the sale 
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A.D. of Indulgences to obtain money for carrying out the 
splendid projects of his ambition — and thereby 
rouses the spirit of the great Grerman reformer : — ^his 
is the age in which the fine arts are most cultivated — 
Michael Angelo of Florence, Raphael of Borne, 
Titian and Correggio of the school of Lombardy being 
deservedly celebrated. Cortes completes the con- 
quest of Mexico for Spain, possessing himself of 
Montezuma the emperor, and putting to death his 
successor Guatimozin and all the royal princes, 
1527. — ^Pizzarro subdues the Incas of Peru, and 
seizes their treasures — ^the discovery of the inex- 
haustible silver-mines of Potosi enriches Spain, but 
exposes the natives to great cruelty, and depopulates 
their country — ^which eventually leads to the intro- 
duction of slaves. Magellan, a Portuguese, under- 
takes the^r*^ voyage round the worlds 1622. Coper- 
nicus of Thorn teaches the present theory of the 
planetary system. 

1525. Francis I. of France is defeated by the troops of 
Charles at Pavia, and taken prisoner at Milan — 
the peace of Madrid terminates the first Italian war. 
— ^After the peace of Cambray, which terminates the 
second Italian war, the emperor marches in person 
against the Turks who had captured Belgrade, 1521, 
and taken Rhodes from the knights of St. John, 1522, 
and compels them to evacuate Hungary. Solyman 
the magnificent invades Hungary again, 1526 — » 
Lewis n. is slain at the fatal battle of Mohacz — ^the 
crown is conferred on John Zapolya, which leads to 
repeated wars with Austria and to the siege of 
Vienna, 1529. — ^The Sultan now extends his do- 
minions into Persia, making himself master of 
Bagdad, while the formidable Corsair, Hayradin 
Barbarossa, his admiral, sweeps the Mediterranean, 
and lays waste the Italian coast, in spite of the skill 
and bravery of Andrew Doria, flie admiral of 
Charles ; — ^after the victory of Essek, Solyman con- 
quers Croatia, 1537. The Anabaptists rise in the 
North of Grermany, led by Thomas Miinzer. The 
knights of St. John acquire Malta on condition of 
waging perpetual war against the Infidels, 1530. 

1530. At the diet of Spires the followers of Luther protest 
formally against the articles of accommodation pro- 
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A.D. posed bj the Papists, from which they hare acquired 
the name of Protestants ; — at the diet of Augsbm^g 
they present the Augsburg confesswn^ drawn up by 
Melanchthon, June 25, 1530^ — ^The Protestant princes 
of Grermany form the league of Schmalkalde, 

1533. Henry Fill., 'Hhe defender of the faUh;* discards 
his minister JFolsey-^-^oelodms himself head of 
the church, and suppresses the pope^s authority 
in all his dominions. — Tindale translates the Bible 
into English — it is Pbdhibd 1539. The first news- 
papers are published at Venice, 1536. Ignatius 
Loyola, a Spaniard, institutes the order of the Jesuits, 
1540. 

1545. The Council of Trent is convened : — war commences 
between the protestant princes and their opponents. — 
In the battle of Muhlberg John Frederick of Saxony 
and Philip of Hesse are made prisoners, 1546 — 
Maurice of Saxony obtains the electorate ; — ^he com- 
pels the emperor to accept the Treaty of Passau, 
granting religious and political rights to the Pro- 
testants — and defeats Albert of Brandenburg, who 
would not accept this treaty, at Sievershausen, 1553. 
Henry H. of France and the duke of Guise perse- 
cute the French protestants, and at the same time 
assist those of Germany, 1547. 

1550. Edveard VI, favours protestantism during his short 
reign, 1547 to 1553 — the Thirtt-ione Articles of 
the church of England are drawn up by Cranmer 
— the Common Book of Pkater is published with 
the authority of Parliament^ 1548. — Mary, called 
the bloody, Philip's queen, succeeds her brother, 
and lights the fires of Smithfield, — Cranmer, Pid' 
ley, Latimer, and others are burnt at the stake, 
Fieseo conspires against Andrew Dona the liberator 
of the republic of Genoa. 

1555. The Peace of Augsburg, also called the peace of reli- 
gion, terminates the war in Germany, and secures 
the rights previously granted to the Lutherans. 
Charles the V. resigns his crowns and retires to the 
monasteiy of St. Just, in Spain ; — ^he leaves Spain, 
the two Sicilies, Milan, and the Netherlands to his 
son, Philip H., and Germany to his brother, Ferdi- 
nand L, 1556. The treaty of Chateau Cambresis 
restores peace to France and Spain, 1559. Calais

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A.D. falls into the hands of the French^ 1557. — Eliza- 
beth stAcceeds to the English throne^ 1558. The 
church of Greneva founds die first Protestant mission 
by sendmg Missionaries to America, 1556. 
1567. The Netherlands revolt under the oppressive rule of 
Alba, and shake off the Spanish yoke, assisted by the 
English. — ^Egmont and Horn fall on the scaffold. — 
William of Orange is made first stadtholder of the 
new Republic of the seven united Provinces of the 
Netherlands^ 1570 ; — ^he is assassinated, 1584. Soly- 
man's successor, Selim 11., wrests Cyprus from the 
Venetians, 1571, but is defeated at Lepanto by the 
Spanish fleet under Don Juan of Austria. — ^Amurad 
in. is sultan from 1574 to 1595. 
1572. After the short reign of Francis 11., the husband of 
Mary of Scotland, his brother Charles IX. inherits 
the Prench throne ; — ^a long and bloody war between 
the Huguenots, or Reformed, and Papists, ends in the 
marriage of Heniy of Navarre, a protestant prince, 
with the king's sister, and in the massacre of the 
Protestants throughout France in Bartholomew's 
night, instigated by Catherine of Medicis, and the 
house of Guise. — Coligni is put to death, but Henry 
escapes. Sebastian of Portugal perishes in an ex- 
pedition against Morocco— Philip claims his crown, 
and Portugal is united with Spain, 1582. Gregory 
Xin. improves the Calendar, and introduces the 
new style, 1584. 
1588. Elizal)eth destroys the Inyingible Armada sent 
against England by Philip II. of Spain — receives 
foreign artisans into her kingdotn — establishes the 
English hierarchy and navy — colonizes Virginia 
(Walter Raleigh) — and assists Henry IV, to 
maintain himself on the throne of France — Mary 
of Scotland is executed by her order, 1587, arid 
James the VI. inherits the Scotch crown. — 
During Elizabeth^s reign England attains a high 
degree of splendour, to which the poets Spencer 
and Shakespeare contribute their share, — Ireland^ 
aided by Spain, revolts, but is reduced to obedience. 
1598. Henky IV. of Navarre, the first of the Bourbons, in- 
herits the crown of Prance, 1589 ; — ^he turns papist — 
establishes himself on the throne after a long war — 
and forces Philip of Spain to make peace ; — ^he rules 
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A.D. as the &tiier of his people, ablj assisted by Sully — 
and grants religious liberty to his subjects by the 
Edict o/Mintes ; — ^he is assassinated by Ravaillac, 
1610. Potatoes are introduced into Europe by the 
English — Tobacco into France by Jean Nicot — 
Srnoking into England by Walter I^eigh — Coffee is 
first used at Venice, 1591 — Spectacles and Telescopes 
are invented by Janson, a Dutchman, 1590. — ^Tycho 
Brahe, the Danish astronomer, and Kepler, the Ger- 
man mathematician, deserve notice. 

1603. James of Scotland succeeds Elizabeth^ and is the 
first of the house of Stuart on the English throne ; 
— he favours the Scotch settlers in the North of 
Ireland by giving them land called the Plantation 
of Ulster. — The Gunpowder plot is discovered^ 
JVb». 5, 1615 (Guy Faux), In Germany the pro- 
testant princes form the Union^ 1608, and the popish 
princes the league^ 1609. — ^Rudolph 11. grants reli- 
gious liberty to his subjects in Bohemia and Silesia. 
Notwithstanding its great resources of wealth Spain 
declines in power under Philip HI. ; — ^he is forced to 
conclude peace with the Dutch : — ^under the counsel 
of Lerma he expels the industrious Moors from his 
kingdom, 1610. 

1618. The thirty years^ war commences during the reign of 
the emperor Matthias ; — after his death the violent 
proceedings at Prague result in the election of the 
palatine Frederick IV. to the Bohemian crown, 1619. 
The new King is defeated in battle near Prague, 
1620 — ^and loses his royal as well as his electoral dig- 
nity—the palatinate L^ acquired by Bavaria^Austria 
regains Bohemia — and Ferdinand 11. effectually sup- 
presses protestantism in his hereditary dominions. 
The Brethren's church becomes nearly extinct, a 
remnant only surviving in Poland. 

1625. Charles /. succeeds to the crown of Great Britain^ 
and soon makes himself unpopular by levying 
taaeSy and acting independently of his parliament. 
John Sigismund, elector of Brandenburg, acquires 
hereditary possession of Prussia, Christian IV. of 
Denmark is defeated by Tilly at Lutter, 1626, but 
recovers his lost dominions at the peace of Lubeck, 
1629. Wallenstein is made admiral of the Baltic 
and duke of Friedland by the emperor ; — ^he besieges 
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A.i>. Stralsund in vam, 1628. — ^Mansfeld and Christiaa of 
Brunswick distinguish themselyes as warriors. The 
Dutch discover Australia, or New Holland, about 
1628. Galileo, the Italian naturalist and astronomer, 
makes important discoveries — Cornelius Drebbel in- 
vents the Thermometer — ^Napier, Logarithms — ^and 
Harvey discovers the Circulation of the blood. 

1630. GusTAVUS Adolphus, King of Sweden, comes to the 
assistance of the protestants with 15,000 men — ^Wal- 
lenstein is deposed — ^Tilly sacks Magdeburg, 1631 — 
but is defeated at Leipzio — ^the Swedes march into 
Bavaria — ^Wallenstein is reinstated, and encamps at 
Nuremberg. — Gustavus falls in the battle of Lutzen, 
1632, and is succeeded by his daughter — ^Wallenstein 
is assassinated at Eger, 1634 — ^the Swedes are van- 
quished at Nordlingen by Ferdinand HI. who suc- 
ceeds his father, 1637. — ^Bemhard of Weimar conquers 
the imperiaUsts on the Rhine and in Alsace — ^and 
Torstenson obtains a victory over them at Leipzic, 
1642. 

1640. Frederick William the great, elector of Branden- 
burg, lays the foundation of the Prussian monarchy. 
Spain continues to sink under Philip IV., who is 
implicitly ruled by Olivarez. The Dutch seize 
Brazil — ^the French invade Artois — and Portugal 
shakes off the Spanish yoke, John V., duke of Bra- 
ganza, being made king. Louis XHI. and Richelieu 
govern France successfiilly, promoting literary pur- 
suits amidst the turbulence of foreign wars and 
domestic commotions. — Louis XTV. succeeds to the 
throne, 1643, his mother being regent, and Mazarin 
minister. — Conde and Turenne gain great glory in a 
war with Spain — ^the commotions of the Fronde 
effect the banishment of the minister. The Scotch, 
offended at the proceedings of Charles^ subscribe a 
National Covenant, 1638 ; and take up arms. — 
Ireland revolts — the long Parliament is sum- 
moned — the king resorts to the sword — is defeated 
at Naseby, 1645 — surrenders to the Scotch — is sold 
to the Commissioners of Parliament — and falls 
into the hands of Cromwell. Eliot, the aposde of 
the Indians, begins his mission-labours, 1646, three 
years after which the Society for propagating the 
Gospel in New England is incorporated, 1649. 
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• 

A.D. Toricelli of Florence makes the first Barometer, 1643. 
Reubens and Vandyke, two Dutch painters ; Milton, 
the first of English poets ; and Jeremy Taylor, the 
Irish bishop, are celebrated. 
1648. The Peace op Westphalia closes the thirty years' 
war— equal rights and free religious exercise are 
guaranteed to tibe Lutherans, Reformed, and Romans, 
throughout Germany — ^and the foundation is laid for 
the future prosperity of the empire — the Swiss and 
Dutch republics are acknowledged. 



SECOND PERIOD. 
From a.d. 1648 to 1789. 



Trom the Peace of Westphalia to the French 

Revolution, or, 

From the Establishment of Protestantism in Europe, and the 
Commonwealth in England, to the Independence of the 
British colonies in North America, and the Oyerthrow of 
monarchy in France. 



France now takes the lead on the European continent, bnt 
England is supreme on the seas, though for some time rivalled 
by the Dutch. Prussia takes its place among the kingdoms of 
Europe, and a new power rises in North America, missionary 
and other religious Societies increase — while Infidelityy with its 
demoralizing effects, marks the close of this period. Literature 
lioiirishes in Germany, France, and England. 



1649. The Bevolution in England overthrows royalty/ — 
Charles L is beheaded — and the Commonwealth 
established ; — the royalists are defeated at Dunbar 
and Worcester^ 1651 — the Rump-parliament is 
dissolvedy 1653 — and Ireland is reduced to obedi- 
ence — Cromwell makes himself Protector, 1654 ; 
— his vigorous, though despotic rule maintains the 
honour of the nation abroad : — Tie takes possession 
of Jamaica — compels the Dutch to compensate the 
India Company for all losses — and his navigation 
act profnotes the growth of England! s maritime 
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A.D. power, Christina of Sweden resigns hier crown in 
£a.your of Charles G-ustavus of Deuxpont and turns 
papist, 1654. Casimir of Poland also abdicates. 
Louis XIY. comes of age, 1653, and recals Maza- 
rin: — ^he makes peace with Spain and mairies a 
Spanish princess, which leads to the establishment of 
the Bourbons on the Spanish throne. Guerike of 
Magdeburg invents Air-pumps, and Huyghens, a 
Dutch astronomer. Pendulum-clocks, 1656. 

1660. The Sttiarts are recalled by Monk after the death 
of the protector and the retirement of his son^ and 
Charles II, is proclaimed king^ 1660 to 1685. — 
The Whigs^ or republicans^ and Tories, or royal- 
ists, stand opposed to each other — and these terms 
have been retained ever since, — The great fire 
threatens to destroy London, 1666. — The Habeas 
corpus and test acts are parsed, 1 678. The Danish 
revolution changes Denmark into an absolute here- 
ditary monarchy. Louis XIV. enters on a splendid 
career, 1661 :— Colbert regulates his finances ;— com- 
merce and manufactures are encouraged — ^the canal 
of Languedoc is made — justice and order are main- 
tained ; — ^under Turenne and Vauban his foreign 
wars are successftdly carried on : — ^Franche Comte and 
part of the Netherlands are added to his dominions — 
he overcomes HoUand, 1672, William of Orange 
being his most inveterate and formidable foe. The 
Dutch admiral Buyter Mis in a naval engagement 
with the French, 1676. The Polish crown is con- 
ferred on Sobieski as John m., 1674. 

1675. Frederick William of Brandenburg defeats the Swedes 
at Fehrbellin. Vienna is besieged by the Turks, but 
rescued by Sobieski, 1683. Peter the great, the 
Russian Czar, begins to reign, 1682 to 1725. The 
diet of Pressburg confers the hereditary possession of 
the Hungarian crown on the male heirs of Leopold I., 
1687. The revocation of the Edict of Mmtes de- 
prives France of 500,000 of her most industrious 
inhabitants, 1685. — Listigated by the chambers of 
Reunion the French invade Grermany and mercilessly 
devastate the Palatinate. 

1681. James II 's short and inglorious reign (1685 to 1688) 
leads to a revolution in England, — Alarmed at his 
attempts to restore popery the people invite the 
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A.i>. prince of Orange — James escapes to France — the 
throne is declared vacant — fTiuiam and Mary ac- 
eept the crown and the constitution, — Ireland 
adheres to James — Shomherg raises the siege of 
Derry and the troops of William gain possession 
of Ulster, — The Battle op the Botne, 1690, de- 
cides the fate of Ireland^ William conquering thotigh 
Schomberg falls ;-^after the capitulation of Lime- 
rick the island is redticed to obedience, — Tlie 
adherents of James are called non-Jurors or Jaco^ 
bites. The French fleet is defeated off La Hogue, 1692. 
The Peace of Ryswick terminates the conquests 
of Louis XIV., 1697, and the peace of Carlowitz the 
war with the Turks, 1699, now humbled for the first 
time since Timur had made Bajacet I. his prisoner. 

1700. Charles Xn., a prince of extraordinary achieve- 

ments, inherits the crown of Sweden^ 1695. — 
With rapid success he compels Denmark to purchase 
peace, and Poland to take a sovereign of his ap- 
pointment (Stanislaus Leszynski, 1705) in the room 
of Augustus of Saxony; he defeats the Czar at 
Narva, 1700, marches through the Ukraine— 4s 
himself defeated at Piiltava, 1709 — ^takes refuge in 
Turkey — escapes from Bender — and is killed at the 
siege of Frederickshall, 1718. Peter the Great, 
of Russia, the successor of Alexis, and opponent of 
Charles XII., travels in disguise to acquire knowledge, 
and on his return he employs his acquirements to 
civilize his subjects. He builds Petersburg, 1703. 

1701. Prussia attains the rank of a kingdom, Frederick IH., 

elector of Brandenburg, assuming tHe crown as 
Frederick I. Charles fl. leaves the Spanish crown 
to the duke of Anjou — ^the emperor claims it for 
Charles of Austria — Uiese rival claims cause the 
Spanish succession-war^ 1701 to 1714. — ^The Eng- 
lish, under Marlborough, join the Lnperialists under 
Etigene, and gain a series of victories at Blenheim 
and Hochstadt, 1704, at Turin and Ramillies, 1706, 
at Oudenarde, 1708, and at Malplaquet, 1709. — ^A 
victory of the French in Spain, a change of ministry 
in England, and the recal of Marlborough in 1711, 
lead to the peace of Utrecht ^ 1713, by which the 
French prince, Philip V. of Bourbon, acquires Spain ; 
Austria, the Netherlands ; England, Gibralter, with 
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A.D. Minorca ; and Victor Amadeus of Savoy, Sardinia.^ — 
AnnCy princess of DenmarJcy and sister of Mary^ 
succeeds to the English cromu^ 1701 ; — her reign 
is distinguished by the successes of Marlborough 
in the Spanish war — by the union of Scotland 
^^ with Englaridy 1706 — by some of the most learned 
men, and best writers^ such as Locke and Newton^ 
Sroifty Addison y and Pope — and by the establish^ 
ment of the Society for Propagating the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts^ 1701. Frederick IV. of Den- 
mark sends out Missionaries to Tranquebar, 1705. 

1714. The reigning House of Brunswick ascends the 
throne of Great Britain^ on tlie death of Anne^ 
George I, of Hanotjer inheriting the crown. — A 
rebellion in Scotland^ in favour of the pretender ^ 
James II I, ^ is speedily put down^ 1715 ; — the 
South Sea scheme^ or bubble, produces great 
mischief y 1720. Louis XV., a minor of ^^^ years, 
succeeds his great-grandfather in France^ 1715, 
having cardinal Fleuiy for his minister. Egede, a 
Danish missionary, proceeds to Greenland, 1721. 

1727. George II. begins to reign in peace— ^fter Wed- 
pol^s retirement war with France commences^ 
and continues to his death, 1760. — The strong 
tendency to infdelity prevailing about this time 
in England, is checked by the rise of Methodism, 
at Oxford, 1729 ; Morgan, John and Charles 
Wesley, Ingham, Hervey, Whitfield, and others, 
having become concerned for their own salvation 
and that of others. In 1735 they extend their 
labours to the American colonies, since which 
time the Wesleyans have been endeavouring to 
spread the gospel in almost every country within 
their rea^h. — ThQ Brethren's church is renewed at 
Hermhut, in Saxony, by Count Zinzendorf, 1722. — 
The Moravian Missions are commenced, 1732, on 
the island of St. Thomas, and have beeh extended 
not only in the West India islands, but also to Green- 
land and Labrador, to the Lidians of North and 
South America, to Surinam, and to South- Africa. 
Charles VL secures the succession to his Austrian 
and other dominions for his daughter, by the Prag- 
matic sanction. Catherine I. rules Russia after her 
husband's decease, 1725, and is succeeded by Peter II.,

AJ>. 1727, who dies in childhood. — After him Elizabeth 
ascends the throne. Don Carlos inherits Naples and 
Sicily, and assumes the title of king of the two 
Sicilies, 1735. At the death of Frederick Augustus 
n. of Poland^ France engages in war in favour of 
Stanislaus Leszynski, 1733. Austria and Turkey 
conclude the peace of Belgrade, 1739. The Afghans 
conquer Persia, but are expelled by Nadir, who takes 
Delhi, 1738. 

1740. Frederick II, the great, of Prussia,, and Maria 
Theresa of jiustria^ two royal rivals, begin to 
reign. — ^The Austrian War, 1740 to 1748, is caused 
by the claims of Bavaria, Prussia, and Saxony. — 
Charles VII., of Bavaria, is assisted by the French, 
who invade Prague, under Marshal Saxe, 1741 — are 
defeated at Dettingen by George II., 1743 — but 
conquer at Fontenoy, 1745 ; — ^he obtains the imperial 
crown, but dying soon after, Francis I., grand duke 
of Tuscany, the husband of Maria Theresa, is elected 
emperor, 1745, and the Peace of jUx-la-Chappelle 
terminates this war, 1748. — Frederick's invasion of 
the Austrian dominions, 1741, causes the first 
Silesian War, — ^Aft«r the battles of MoUwitz and 
Czaslau hostilities are suspended, by the Peace of 
Breslau, 1742. — ^The second Silesian War com- 
mences, 1744 — ^battles are fought at Hohenfriesde- 
berg, and Kesseldorf — and peace is concluded at 
Dresden, 1745. England, Holland, and Hungary, 
join against France ; — ^in this war Marshal Saxe 
gains new military honours in the Netherlands. — 
I'he Scots rise in favour of the pretender^ Charles 
Edward, hut are finally defeated at Culloden, 1745. 
The new style is introduced in Britain, Sept. Srd 
or 14:th, 1752. Among the literary characters of 
the first half of the century may be noticed the 
French writers, Voltaire and Rousseau ; also Handel, 
the composer ; and Franklin, who discovered the 
use of the Lightning-rod. Brainerd, the missionary, 
labours among the Indians of New York about 
this time. 

1755. Lisbon is destroyed by an earthquake, Nov. 1st, 1755, 
and 30,000 people perish. The third Silesian, or 
the Seven Years* War, sees more than half of Europe 
arrayed against Prussia, 1756 to 1763. — Frederick 
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A.D. is victorious in all the chief battles, at Lowositz, at 
Prague, at Rossbach, and at Leuthen, 1757, at Zom- 
dorf, 1758, at liegnitz and at Torgau, 1760, and at 
Freiberg ; but is defeated at Collin at Breslau and at 
Hochkirch, 1758, and at Kunnersdorf, 1759. — ^The 
Peace of Huhertshurg closes the Silesian wars, 1763, 
and the greater part of Silesia remains in the possession 
of Prussia. During the whole of these seven years 
England^ under the. administration of Chatham^ 
Ttages roar against France and Spain^ and nearly 
destroys the naval force and commerce of these 
countries, — Canada is taken from the French — 
WoJfe falls at Quebec, — Clive destroys the power 
of France in the East Indies^ and lays ihefounda^ 
tion of the present British empire in jlsia. The 
Canals in England date their origin from 1755. — 
Also the British Museum. 

1760. George II J. ^ the grandson of George 11.^ begins 
his long and eventful reign^ 1760. On the death of 
the Czarina Elizabeth, Peter lU. ascends the throne, 
but must very soon give it up to his empi*ess, Catherine 
n., 1762 (Potemkin). Maria Theresa, having lost her 
husband, shares the government with her son, the 
emperor Joseph 11., 1765, till her death, 1780. The 
French buy Corsica from the Genoese. 

1772. The first partition of Poland transfers Livonia to 
Russia, West Prussia to Prussia, and Gralicia and 
Lodomiria to Austria. The Jesuits are suppressed, 
by order of pope Clement XIV., 1772. Tlie revo^ 
lution in Sweden overthrows the power of the nobles. 
Xouis XVI. succeeds to the French throne, 1773. 
The stamp-act passed 1765, and the tea duty 
imposed 1767, together rvUh other oppressive pro^ 
ceedings of the British parliament^ rouse the 
indignation of the American colonies. — The de^ 
struction of three hundred and forty chests of tea 
(18,000 lbs,) at Boston^ is the war-signal, 

nib. The American war commences^ 1775 to 1783 — the 
colonies declare themselves independent, July Atk, 1776, 
and France espouses their cause, (Lafayette.) At 
Lexington the first engagement takes place — it tr 
followed by the battle cf nunker's hUl — Washington 
receives the chief command ; — at Brandywine the Ameri^ 
cans are obliged to retreat, 1777 — the battle of 
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A.D. Saratoga is undecided, 1777 — at York-torvn, Corn* 
fvallis and the whole English armjf surrender, 1781^ 
and the states are virtually free, — During this contest. 
Great Britain is at war also with France, Spain, and 
Holland. — Gibraltar stistains a memorable siege under 
Elliott, 1777 to 1782. — Peace is concluded at Ver- 
sailles 1783, and the independence of the thirteen 
United States of North America is acknowledged, 
1783. — Washington is their Jirst president — Adams and 
Franklin are great statesmen and patriots. — Cook 
sails three times round the world, and makes many 
discoveries in the Pacific, amongst others, that of New 
South Wales — he loses his lije in Owhyhee, 1779. — 
Hyder AH is subdued in the East Indies, where 
Schwartz, the missionary, labours with great success, 
at Tanjore, 1784. The Bavarian succession causes 
a short war, from 1778 to 1779. Sicily and Calabria 
are visited by an earthquake, 1783. Montgolfier 
makes the first Air-balloon. Raikes, of Gloucester, 
opens the first Sunday-School. 
1786. Frederick William 11., succeeds his uncle in Prussia. 
Louis XVI. summons the nobles of France to con- 
sider the disturbed state of the country, 1787. 
Sydney, the capital of New South Wales, is established 
as a penal settlement, 1788 (Port Jackson, Botany 
Bay). The innovations introduced by Joseph U. 
in the Netherlands, excite general dissatisfaction 
among his subjects. The following literary char- 
acters are to be noticed : — ^the German poets, Klop- 
stock, Goethe, Schiller, Wieland, Lessing, Burger, 
Herder, Voss; the philanthropists, Basedow and 
Campe; the scholar Winckelmann ; the French natu- 
ralist Bufibn; the Swedish botanist Linneus; the 
English divine Paley. 
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THIRD PERIOD. 
From a.d. 1789 to 1815. 

From the French Revolution to the Peace 

OF Paris, or, 

From the Overthrow of absolute monarchy in France, to the 
Battle of Waterloo, and the holy Alliance. 



The overthrow of absolute monarchy in France — the 
anarchy and in'cligion of the revolution — and the awful pros- 
titution of the terms, "Liberty and Equality" — are succeeded 
by military despotism. The German empire comes to an end 
— and the Rtienish confederation is formed. War devastates 
nearly every country in Europe. New Constitutions and 
Mf^resentative governments are called for throughout the Con- 
tinent. Most of the American states assert their independence, 
and assume Republican institutions. The principle of a balance 
of power, adopted by England, France, Austria, Prussia, and 
Russia, at the close of this period, promises the preservation 
of peace. Notwithstanding the pressure of war, commerce 
improves, manufactures increase, arts are cultivated, sciences 
are extended, the gospel is spread, and its power is both felt 
and acknowledged. 



A.D. The French Revolution commences. — ^The first or 
1789. constituent National ^ssefnbly meets at Versailles, 
favoured by Necker and Mirabeau, and assumes the 
sovereignty ; — the Bastile is stormed, 14th Jidy — ^the 
populace of Paris proceed to Versailles — the royal 
family is saved by the national guards under Lafa- 
yette, and brought to Paris, where the assembly now 
holds its sittings — the privileges of the nobility are 
abolished — the royalists seek refuge in other countries 
— ^the Abbe Sieyes plans the division of France into 
departments — the church-lands are confiscated, and 
assignments on them (assignats) issued. — ^The king's 
brother, the duke of Orleans, or Egalite, makes him- 
self notorious — also Anacharsis Clouts, 1790. The 
slave-trade is abolished by Denmark, The Nether- 
lands revolt. The emperor Joseph I. is succeeded by 
his broUier Leopold II., who reigns only two years. 
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A.D. Fbance adopts a new constitution as a limited mo- 

1791. narchy. — Geemany assumes a threatening posture — 
the treaty of Pibiitz contemplates the restoration 
of the former state. — ^The French declare war 
against the king of Hungary. — ^The second or le^is- 
latifoe general Assembly meets — ^the Jacobin-club 
is all-powerful in Paris — ^the property of the emi- 
grants is confiscated — and the royal family makes a 
fruitless attempt to escape. 

1792. The Tuilleries are stormed — ^the Swiss guards mas- 

sacred — ^and the royal femily imprisoned, 10th Aug. 
— ^The combined armies of Austria and Prussia 
march into France (90,000 men) under the duke of 
Brunswick. — Dumouriez commands the French. — 
Custine advances into Germany as far as Frankfort. 
— ^The September massacres disgrace Paris. — ^The 
guillotine is introduced. — ^The natioftal Convention 
assembles, 20th September — ^two parties oppose each 
other, the Girondists and the Mountain — ^the latter is 
led by Danton, Robespierre, and Marat — royalty is 
abolished — ^France is proclaimed a Republic — and 
the king is arraigned. — The decisive victory of 
Jemappe, 6th November, makes the French masters 
of the Austrian Netherlands. Francis 11. succeeds 
Leopold in all his dominions. The Telegraph is 
invented by Chappe. 

1793. Louis XVI. is executed 21st January — his queen, 

Marie Antoinette, 16th October — also the duke of 
Orleans.— The reign of terror begins with the over- 
throw of the Girondists. — Marat is killed by 
Charlotte Corday. — ^Infidelity and the worship of 
reason are professed openly (Thomas Payne), and 
every institution, religious or political, is subverted. 
The Jirst coalition of Prussia, Russia, Austria, 
England, and Holland, is formed — the victorious 
progress of the French in the Netherlands is checked 
— ^they are defeated at Neerwinden — ^and the de- 
fection of Dumouriez causes the dissolution of the 
army of the North. — ^The royalists assemble in La 
Vendee, and a bloody civil war commences there, 
the horrors of which are beyond description. The 
second partition o/ Poland njdds new territories to 
Russia and Prussia. The Baptists send their first 
Missionaries to the East Indies (Carey). 

p3 
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A.D. An insurrection of the Poles against Russia is headed 

1794. by Kosciusko ; — ^he is defeated and taken. Slavery 
is abolished in the French colonies — success attends 
their armies in Flanders, Holland, and on the 
Rhine. The English take Corsica^ and most of 
the French West- India-islands — and^ under Howe^ 
they defeat the French fleet at Ushant^ 1st June. 
Robespierre and his adherents are executed, 27th 
July; — this terminates the reign of terror, and a 
series of unheard-of cruelties and excesses. 

1795. Holland is conquered by the French under Pichegm 

after a most extraordinary campaign-and formed 
into the Batavian republic — ^the Stadtholder seeks 
safety in England. Prussia concludes peace with 
France at Basle, but England and Austria continue 
the war. The Directory is at the head of the 
French government. The third partition of Poland 
makes an end of this state. — Stanislaus Poniatowski 
abdicates — and Russia, Austria, and Prussia, seize 
what remains of his kingdom. The London Mis- 
sionary Society is formed. 

1796. Napoleon Bonaparte begins his victorious career in 

Italy: — ^he conquers Lombardy after the bloody 
battle of Lodi — ^besieges Mantua — and defeats the 
Austrians at Areola. — ^In Germany archduke Charles 
repeatedly defeats the French under Moreau and 
Pichegru, and drives them back over the Rhine. 
Paul I. succeeds his mother in Russia. The Eng- 
lish take Ceylon from the Dutch. Jenner intro- 
duces the cow-pox as a safeguard against the ravages 
of the small-pox. Sennefelder of Prague finds out 
the art of printing on stone (Lithography). 

1797. Mantua is compelled to capitulate after the battle of 

Rivoli. — ^Archduke Charles loses several engage- 
ments in the North of Italy, and is driven back into 
Germany. — The peace ofCampo jPiOrwio terminates 
hostilities between France and Austria. — ^The re- 
public of Venice ceases — ^its territory is given to 
Austria. — ^The Ltgurian and Cisalpine republics are 
established. Frederick William III. begins to reign 
in Prussia. Ireland is invaded by the French. 
The British fleet gains two victories^ one at St, 
Vincent under Jarvis, the other at Camperdown 
under fVarren. — The sailors mutiny at the JSTore. 
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A.D. The French invade Egypt under Bonapaxte, and take 

1798. Malta — their fleet is destroyed off the Nile at 
Aboukir, by Nelson — and their progress in Syria is 
checked by Sidney Smith, at Acre. Sardinia and 
Naples are revolutionized. The dominions of the 
pope are seized, and Pius VI. carried off a prisoner. 
Switzerland is compelled to accept a new consti- 
tution, and the name of the Helvetic republic. The 
congress of Rastadt on German affairs is dissolved 
by the assassination of the French envoys. The 
following literary characters distinguished themselves 
about this time ; Cuvier and Saussure, French 
naturalists; Kant, Fichte, Schelling, and Schleier- 
machre, German philosophers ; Humbolt the Prussian 
traveller, Pestalozzi the Swiss schoolman ; Olbers, of 
Bremen, and Piazzi, of Sicily, the astronomers. 

1799. The second coalition between Austria and Russia 

against France renews the war — ^Archduke Charles 
gains several victories, and drives the French under 
Jourdan and Massena out of Germany. — Suwarrow 
is equally successful in Italy, — ^In Switzerland^ 
however, the combined forces under Korsakow and 
Hotze are defeated by Massena and Soult. — ^Bona- 
parte returns from Egypt — overthrows the Directory, 
9 th November — dissolves, sword in hand, the 
Council of 500 — and places three Consuls at the 
head of the republic for ten years, himself as the 
first, Cambaceres and Le Brun as the other two. The 
Religious- Tract-Society commences its extensive 
operations. 

1800. The victory gained by Bonaparte over the Austrians 

at Marengo, 14th June, puts the French in posses- 
sion of North-Italy — and after the battle of Hohen- 
linden, 3rd December, Moreau advances into Ger- 
many as far as the Danube. — ^An attempt on the life 
of the first consul, by means of the infernal machine, 
proves unsuccessful. Malta is taken hf the Eng- 
lish. The legislative union of Great Britain and 
Ireland is effected under the administration of Pitt, 

1801. The peace of Luneville between France and Germany, 

establishes the Rhine as the boundary. The con- 
federacy of Russia, Prussia, Sweden, and Denmark, 
against England, is dissolved by Nelson's victory 
over the Danes at Copenhagen, and the death of 
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A.D. Paul of Russia, who is succeeded by Alexander L 
The English, under ^bercrombie, gain a victory 
at jHexandria-y and wrest Egypt from the 
French. 

1802. The peace of Amiens is concluded between France 

and England, Spain and Holland. — ^Egypt is restored 
to the Turks. England is, however, unwilling to 
give up Malta, and France to surrender Holland. — 
This leads to the renewal of hostilities. 

1803. The French occupy Hanover, and the EngHsh seize 

most of the French and Dutch colonies in America. 
Hispaniola, or St. Domingo, makes itself inde- 
pendent, and after various changes the republic of 
Hayti is established (1816). The planets Ceres, 
PaUas, and Juno are discovered — ^subsequently also 
Vesta (1807). 

1804. Napoleon is proclaimed Emperor of the French^ and 

assumes also the title of King of Italy : — ^he causes 
the duke of Enghien to be shot — and makes great 
preparations for the invasion of England. The Ger- 
man Emperor, Francis H., assumes the hereditary 
title of Emperor of Atistria, The British and 
Foreign Bible Society is established, and having 
met with support, sends forth branches into all the 
world. The Church Missionary Society is formed 
in the same year, 

1805. The third coalition of Russia, Austria, Sweden, 

Naples, and Great Britain, against France, is followed 
by the battles of Ulm, where Mack surrenders, and 
of Austerlitz, where the two emperors are defeated, 
December 2nd. The peace of Pressbiirg deprives 
Austria of all her Italian possessions, also of Tyrol, 
and part of Austria Proper, and of two millions 
and a half of her subjects. Bavaria and Wirtemberg 
are raised to independent kingdoms; Baden and 
Hesse, to Grand-duchies. At Trafalgar, Nelson 
destroys the combined fleets of France and Spain, 
October 21st., and falls conquering. (Collingwood.) 

1806. The German empire is dissolved, and the Rhenish 

Confederation, under the protection of France, is 
established. Murat is made grand duke of Berg; 
Joseph Bonaparte, king of Naples ; Eugene Bohar- 
nois, viceroy of Italy ; and Louis Bonaparte, king of 
Holland. Prussia, Saxony, and Russia, renew the 
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A.D. war. — ^The Prussians are defeated at Jena, October 
14th, and at Auerstadt. Saxony joins the Rhenish 
Confederation, and Frederick Augustus assumes the 
title of king. The slave-trade is abolished by Eng- 
land through the exertion of WUherforcey Clark* 
son, and others, 

1807. Russia and Prussia fight valiantly at Eilau, but are 

not able to save Dantzic — ^the loss of the sanguinary 
and decisive battle of Friedland, June 14th, compels 
them to conclude the peace of Tilsit, — ^Prussia loses 
four millions and a half of subjects, partly to form 
the grand-duchy of Warsaw for Saxony ; partly to 
constitute the kingdom of JFestphalia for Jerome 
Bonaparte. — ^Nearly all of the Continental states 
are restrained by France from holding commercial 
intercourse with England. The English bombard 
Copenhagen^ and capture the Danish fleet. Por- 
tugal is occupied by the French under Junot — ^the 
royal family proceeds to Brazil. 

1808. Charles IV. of Spain and his son Ferdinand disagree — 

Napoleon meets them at Bayonne — compels Fer- 
dinand to relinquish his right to the throne, and 
Charles to place the crown at his disposal — ^he 
makes his brother Joseph king— the kingdom of 
Jsfaples he gives to Murat. The Spaniards and Por- 
tuguese rise against the French ; — ^they are supported 
by England — ^and the Peninsular^ or Spanish war 
commences with the siege of Saragossa. — Wellington 
conquers at Vimiera — ^the English retreat under 
Sir John Moore, who falls in the successful battle of 
Corunna. — Junot gives up to the English the whole 
of Portugal together with the Russian fleet lying off 
Lisbon. G-ustavus Adolphus IV. of Sweden, is 
engaged in war with Russia, and loses Finland. 
Napoleon meets the German potentates at the Con- 
gress of Erfurt. Constantinople is exposed to a 
revolution. 

1809. Austria endeavours in vain to set bounds to the grow- 

ing power of France. The victory at Aspem, over 
Napoleon, May 21st, is followed by the loss of the 
battle of Wagram, July 5th. The Tyrolese rise 
under Hofer in favour of Austria — the duke of 
Brunswick and Shill make fruitless attempts to res- 
cue Germany. At the peace of Shoenbrun, Austria 
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A.D. again loses territory and three millions and a half of 
subjects. The English suffer reverses on the island 
of Wcdcheren, Napoleon annexes the dominions of 
the pope to France — ^Pius VII. excommunicates 
him— but is himself carried prisoner to France. 
A revolution in Swedm deposes the king, and places 
his uncle Charles XIEE. on the throne* The univer- 
sity of Berlin is founded. 

1810. Holland, the northern coast of Germany, and the 

three Hanse Towns are annexed to France. — ^Napoleon 
divorces his empress Josephine, and marries Maria 
Louisa, the daughter of the emperor of Austria. On 
the sudden death of the crown prince, Bernadotte is 
appointed heir to the throne of Sweden, The Span- 
ish colonies in America begin to assert their inde- 
pendence. Wellington conducts the peninsular 
war successfully at Torres Vedra^, and at the 
siege of Cadiz, — Wordsworth^ Coleridge^ Southey^ 
Scott, Byron, and Montgomery distinguish them- 
selves as English poets, 

1811. Napoleon attains the summit of his glory; — ^his empire 

comprises one hundred and thirty departments, with 
forty-two millions of inhabitants; — ^a great part 
of Germany, all Italy, Holland, and Switzerland, are 
subject to him — ^the Rhenish confederation, Prussia, 
Warsaw, and Denmark obey him — Russia and Swe- 
den yield to his will : — ^England, Spain, and Portugal, 
alone oppose his power. The negro Christopher 
makes himself king of part of Hayti, under the name 
of Henry I. — ^the other part of the island is governed 
by Pethion. Oming to the illness of the king 
of England, the prince of Wales is made regent, 

1812. Napoleon invades Russia with 500,000 men and 1200 

cannons: — ^he conquers in the bloody battles of 
Smolensk and Borodino, September 7th, — and takes 
Moscow ; — ^by the burning of the city he is compelled 
to retreat — ^he passes the Beresino, in November, 
closely pursued by the Russians — ^and his vast army is 
reduced by the sword, hunger, and cold, to 50,000. — 
The Prussians under York capitulate, and remain 
in Prussia — ^the Austrians and other Allies of the 
French march home. A new constitution is adopted 
in Spain, and the cortes made influential, March 15th. 
Wellington gains the victories of Barrosa^ ^Ibiera, 
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A.D. and Salamanca, Temperance Societies are formed 
in the United States. 

1813. Germany struggles hard for liberty. — ^Prussia in 

alliance with Russia, declares war against France. 
Napoleon raises a new army of 350,000 men- 
marches into Grermany — ^and is victorious at Lutzen, 
May 2nd, and at Bautzen, May 21st, : — a truce suc- 
ceeds till August 17th. — ^Austria and Sweden join 
the alliance, the forces of which conquer at Gross- 
beeren, under Bemadotte; and at the Elatzbach, 
under Bliicher, August 26th — ^they suffer a reverse 
at Dresden, August 27th — ^are again victorious at 
Culm, under Ostermann and Kleist, August 29th, 
and 30th — ^and at Dennewitz under Bulow and 
Tauenzien, September 6th. — ^At Leipzig they gain a 
decisive victory, October 16th, 18th, and 19th, (the 
last of the Poniatowskis falls). — ^Napoleon retreats to 
the Rhine — and suffers considerable loss at Hanau 
from the Bavarians, October 30th. The Rhenish 
Confed''ration is dissolved. Holland is conquered 
by the Prussians. The French under Jourdan are 
driven out of Spain, having been signally defeated 
at Vittoria. 

1814. The Allies invade France on the East, and the English 

under Wellington attack it on the South — ^the war is 
carried on with varying success-the Prussians 
under Blucher conquer at Brienne, February 1st, 
and at Laon, March 9th and 10th — ^in the interval 
the Allies lose at Montmirail and Montereau. — ^The 
bloody battle of Montmartre leads to the conquest of 
the French capital — ^the three allied monarchs enter 
Paris March 31st. — ^Wellington gains a decisive 
victory over Soult at Toulouse, April 10th, and 
takes Bordeaux. Napoleon resigns his crown at 
Fontainebleau, and retires to Elba. — ^Louis XVIII. 
is placed on the throne. May 3rd. — ^The first Peace 
of Paris restricts France to the boundaries of 1792. 
Hanover is made a kingdom. Denmark cedes 
Norway to Sweden. The Congress of Vienna 
resolves the abolition of the slave-trade. Castle- 
reagh, Liverpool, and Taillerant, are statesmen of 
eminence. 

1815. Napoleon returns from Elba to France with 1,100 

followers — ^he advances without opposition — ^marches 
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into Paris, 20th March — ^and again takes possession 
of the French throne. — Louis XVTII. seeks safety at 
Ghent. — ^The allied princes once more take up arms. 
— ^Murat espouses the cause of Napoleon, and marches 
against Austria; — ^he is defeated and escapes to 
France. — ^Napoleon engages Wellington at Quatre 
Bras, and defeats Blucher at Ligny, 16th June. — In 
the general and decisive battle of fTaterloo or Belle 
Alliance, 18th June, Wellington and Blucher van- 
quish Napoleon, and destroy and disperse his army. 
— ^At Rochefort Napoleon delivers himself up to the 
English, 15th July, and is banished to St. Helena, 
where he ends his eventful life in exile, 1821 — ^his 
only son, bom king of Rome, survives him not many 
years. — ^Maria Louisa, his wife, receives the sovereignty 
of Parma and Piacenza for life. Murat lands in 
Calabria to regain his lost kingdom — ^is taken — ^and 
shot, 13th October. — The second Peace of Paris 
reduces France to the boundaries of 1790, and exacts 
the return of all works of art, carried off by the 
French from Germany, Italy, and othef countries. 
The Ionian islands are placed under the protection 
of England. •/Austria is aggrandized in Italy ; and 
Prussia in Germany. England obtains many 
valuable colonies^ especially the Cape of Good Hope 
and Ceylon, The head of the house of Orange is 
made king of the Netherlands. Portugal is re- 
stored to its independence — ^and Brazil remains a 
distinct sovereignty under an emperor. The three 
monarchs, Alexander, Francis, and Frederick Wil- 
liam, form the holy Alliance^ 20th September, 1815, 
the professed aim of which is, to maintain the peace 
of Europe ; — ^it is subsequently joined by almost every 
European state. 
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FOURTH PERIOD. 
From a.d. 1815 to 1851. 

Fbom the peace of Paris to the present time, or, 

From the holy Alliance to the great Exhibition. 



Daring the first half of this period of comparative peace, 
after thirty years of incessant warfare, a ^eat re-action of 
revolutionary principles is experienced on the continent of 
Europe : — this is succeeded by a mighty contest between Con- 
servatives, Liberals, and Radicals, ultra revolutionary ideas 
having gained ground among the lower orders. Infidelity 
unblushingly opposes vital religion. The labours of Bible and 
Missionary Societies, and of other Institutions for difiiising 
the gospel and maintaining peace and order, are carried on 
with re-doubled zeal, decision, and unanimity. The applica- 
tion of Steam-power, and the introduction of Railroads and 
the electric telegraph, produce a vast increase of manufactures 
and commerce — at the same time facilitating intercourse among 
all nations. — ^The New world, with the golden treasures of Cali- 
fornia and New South Wales, attracts immense crowds of im- 
migrants. — Wars disturb the East, especially in the latter half 
of this period. New States rise and flourish in the West. To- 
wards the close of a period of unparalleled prosperity, Europe is 
again convulsed by the cry of" liberty, equality, and fraternity," 
and the revolutionary spirit threatens to overthrow every con- 
stituted authority. The world's Bazaar^ and manifestations 
of general good-will, close the scene. 



A.D. 

1815. The Peace of Paris restores the French throne to 

the house of Bourbon. 

1816. Algiers is bombarded by Easmouth — the piracies of 

the states of Barbary are put down^ and all chris- 
tian slaves released, 

1817. The early death of the princess Charlotte casts a 

gloom over the whole vast British empire. 

1818. The Congress of jUx-la-Chapelle is followed by the 

evacuation of France by the Allies. Louis joins the 
holy Alliance. Bemadotte succeeds to the Swedish 
throne as Charles John. The Prussian University 
of Bonn is founded. 
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A.D. Hie riots of the RadicaU cause the suspension of 

1819. the HaheaS'Corpus act, — Ceylon is finally wrested 
from the Cingalese chiefs. Polar expeditions are 

undertaken^ first by RosSy 1818, and then by Parry ^ 
1819 : — subsequently by other intrepid mariners. 

1820. Oeorge IF', succeeds his father^ who had filled the 

British throne for 60 years. Insurrections disturb 
Spain^ Portugal^ Maples^ and Piedmont^ each of 
these states claimmg a representative constitution. 
Spain returns to the constitution of 1812. Austria 
interferes in the affiurs of Naples and Piedmont. 
A Congress meets at Troppau, and the next year at 
Laibach. Mettemich the Austrian, and Canning 
the English statesman ; also Herschel the astronomer, 
and Canova the sculptor, are deserving of notice. 

1821. The Greek Revolution commences in Moldavia and 

Walachia, under Upsilanti, whose enterprise fails.— 
The Greeks then rise in the Morea and the adjacent 
islands ; — ^their patriarch is put to death, and much 
blood shed in Constantinople: — they are supported 
by the Philh^Uenes of Germany, France, Switzerland, 
and other countries (B3rron). — Chios is mercilessly 
devastated by the Turks. The Porte is engaged in 
war with Persia and the indomitable Ali Pasha of 
Janina, who makes himself aU but independent. 

1823. The Revolution in Brazil places Don Pedro on the 

imperial throne — his father, John VI., returns to 
Portugal, where absolute monarchy is restored. 
Mexico shakes off the Spanish yoke, and adopts a 
republican government, after having had Iturbide 
for its emperor. Absolute monarchy is restored in 
Spain through the interference of France. Leo XTT. 
succeeds pope Pius VIE. London is lighted wiih 
gas. 

1824. Charles X. ascends the French throne. The republic 

of Colombia or Bolivia is established in central 
America by Bolivar. 

1825. Great commercial distress prewjMs in England owing 

to ruinous speculations^ aided by the establishment 
of Joint'Stock'Companies. Nicholas I. succeeds his 
brother as Czar, in spite of an insurrection in Peters- 
burg. Ibrahim Pasha, the son of Mehemed Ali, 
viceroy of Egypt, devastates the Morea. 

1826. Don Pedro L, of Brazil, renounces the crown of 
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A.i>. Portugal in favour of his daughter Donna Maria, 
then seven years ol<L Missolonghi is taken by the 
Turks. The Burmese roar is terminated by treaty. 
The Society for the diffusion of useful Knowledge 
is established (Brougham). 

1827. Athens falls into the hands of the Turks. — ^England, 

France, and Russia, interfere in behalf of Greece ; — 
their combined fleets, under Codrington, destroy the 
Turkish fleet at Navarino. Warring against Persia 
the Russians extend their territory towards the. 
South. 

1828. Capo d'Istria is made president of the Greek republic* 

A French army drives Ibrahim Pasha out of the 
Morea. Russia makes peace with Persia. Don 
Miguel, the young Queen's uncle, usurps the throne 
of Portugal. The test and corporation <xets are 
repealed by the British parliament. 

1829. The Roman Catholic reliefbill, or emancipation^ is 

carried. The Turks are defeated by the Russians, 
and conclude the jt^^o^^ of .^drianople, in September. 
— ^They acknowledge the independence of Greece. 

1830. William IV. succeeds his brother on t he th rone of 

Great Britain and Ireland. — ^Pius VlUU obtains 
the papal see. The revolution of July deposes 
Charles X. and his minister, Polignac, and places 
Louis Philippe, of Orleans, on the throne as king of 
the French. — Algiers is taken by the French, and 
involves tB[^m in a constant warfare. The Belgian 
revolution of August separates Belgium £rom Hol- 
land. An insurrection in Brunswick compels duke 
Charles to yield the duchy to his brother William. 
Saxony suffers from internal commotions. A revo- 
lution agitates Poland in November. Sultan Mah- 
mud n. (1808 to 1840) destroys the Janizaries. 
Temperance-socieiies are introduced into Europe, 
and the first Railway is opened (Huskisson). The 
Mormons<t or Latter-day saints, the followers of 
Joseph Smith, settle in the great Salt-lake-valley of 
Deseret, in the country of the Utah-Indians, to the 
number of 800,000. 

1831. The Cholera ravages all the countries of Europe. 

At the London Conference Belgium is constituted 
a Kingdom — ^Leopold, of Saxe-Coburg, is the first 
king of the Belgiieuis. Don Pedro resigns the Im- 
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A.i>. perial crown of BrazU in favour of his son Don 
Pedro n., and returns to Europe. Civil war com- 
mences between the city and canton of Basle. 

1832. Poland is united to Russia, Warsaw having been 

taken by P.askiewitz the year before. Otho L, a 
Bavarian prince, is made king of Greece, Don 
Pedro lands in Portugal^ and the country is exposed 
to a civil war between two brothers. The French 
besiege Antwerp — ^the Dutch, under Chass^ surren- 
der aSber a noble resistance. War breaks out between 
Mehemet Ali, of Egypt, and the Porte — ^Ibrahim 
Pasha invades Syria, and defeats the Turks at Ko- 
niah. The Reform bill is carried in the British par- 
liament by the TThigs fGrey, Melbourne^ Rrissel). 

1833. Peace is restored between the viceroy of Egypt and 

the Porte. The Spanish crown is inherited by 
Isabella, a child of three years, her mother, Christina, 
governing as regent. — ^Don Carlos, her uncle, claims 
the crown— and civil war with aU its horrors is the 
consequence. In Canada discontent with the pro^ 
ceedings of the mother-country produces insur- 
rection, 

1834. Don Miguel is driven out of Portugal, Great un- 

easiness prevails in France, and leads to bloody 
scenes in Lyons and Paris-the repubHcan party is, 
however, put down. 

1835. Ferdinand II. succeeds his father as emperor of 

Austria, The German Zollverein, emanating from 
Prussia, insures free trade to the states who join it, 
and brings twenty-five millions of Germans into a 
commercial union. Fieschi attempts the life of Louis 
Philippe. 

1837. Queen Victoria ascends the throne of Great Britain 

and Ireland^ at the death of WUliam IV, — and 
Ernest Augustus of Cumberland inherits the 
crown of Hanover, 

1838. All the slaves in the British Colonies are liberatedy 

and an indemnity of £20,000,000 paid to their 
former masters, 

1839. Holland acknowledges the independence of the Belgian 

kingdom. The civil war in Spain between Carlists 
and Christinos is terminated, and Espartero made 
regent. — Spain acknowledges the independence of 
her former provinces in America. The war of the 
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A.D. Porte with Egypt is renewed, and the former is 
defeated in the battle of Nisibis. — ^Abdul Meshid I. 
succeeds Mahmud 11. 1840. 

1840. England interferes in fovour of Turkey — ^Beyrout is 

bombarded by Napier, and Mehemet Ali compelled 
to acknowledge the sovereignty of the Sultan. 
Frederick William IV. succeeds to the crown of 
Prussia. A uniform and reduced Postage, the 
Penny-post^ suggested by Rowland Hill, — and a 
system of transmitting money by Post-Office 
Orders — are established in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and imitated by other governments » 

1841. The Com laws are repealed by the British parVkt^ 

ment under PeeVs administration — Chartist 
movements and Puseyite tendencies to popery 
disquiet England, — Scinde is conquered oy the 
British under J^apier^ and added to their vast 
Indian empire, 

1842. China is compelled by Britain to open her ports to 

foreigners, and to cede Hong Kong to England. 
The English suffer great reverses in Afghanistan 
(Dost Mahomed), but are successful in Cabul the 
following year. The early death of the duke of 
Orleans casts a gloom over France. — ^The protec- 
torate of Otaheite is claimed by the French. 

1844. In Algeria the Arabs of Morocco are conquered on 

the Isly by Bugeaud. Oscar succeeds his father in 
Sweden. 

1845. Internal commotions involve Switzerland in war— 

the radical cantons invade Lucerne, the head of the 
popish cantons — ^the latter form the Sunderbund. 

1846. The Spanish marriages threaten a rupture between 

England and France. — The Siklis treacherously 
atta^ik the English — they are std?dued by Hdrdinge 
and Gough, and Lahore is taken after the bloody 
battles of Moodkee, Ferozeschah, Aliwaly and 
Schrojon. — The first Caffir-war breaks out in 
South Africa. The Poles revolt in Posen, Galicia, 
and Cracow — ^which last is annexed to Austria. 
The Evangelical Alliance is constituted at London, 
and soon extends itself to other countries in Europe 
and America. 
1847* Pius IX. introduces reforms into the Roman state 
which cause general excitement in Italy. The Swiss 
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A.D. Sunderbund is dissolved. Abd-el-Kader, the in- 
trepid leader of the Arabs in Algeria, is taken 
prisoner, and detained in France. The United 
States are victorious in Mexico, under Tajlor;-^ 
they annex Texas and part of California to their 
union ; — and obtain Oregon by treaty with England. 
The British parliament repeals the Tiavi^ation-laws, 
The golden treasures of the Sacramento attract vast 
crowds of immigrants &om every part of the world 
to San Francisco. 
1848. A Revolutionary spirit pervades all Europe. Sicily 
and Naples rise first. The Revolution of Februaiy 
obliges Louis Philippe, of France, the royal family, 
and Guizot, his minister, to seek safety in Ens^land — 
a proTisional govermnmt is formed i^der Lt^iartine 
and others — ^the evils of socialism prevail, producing 
in June &esh revolutionary movements in Paris, 
which are suppressed by military force under Cavaig- 
nac. — ^The general Assembly adopts the new con- 
stitution, and Louis Napoleon is elected president 
of the French republic for four years. In March in- 
surrections break out in Vienna and Berlin. — The 
emperor leaves his capital and Mettemich repairs to 
England — Austria is distracted by the demands of 
her Grerman, Hungarian (the Magyars), Bohemian 
(the Tchechs), and Italian subjects. — TVindischgratz 
defends Prague against the Tchechs in June, and 
subdues Vienna in October. — ^The emperor resigns, 
and his nephew Francis Joseph ascends the throne. — 
Jellachich, ban of Croatia, withstands the Magyars. 
Prussia is in the hands of the radical party — ^the 
national assembly is dissolved — and the king grants 
a new c(mstitution. All Germany aims at national 
union — ^the diet is superseded by the German national 
assembly at Frankfort — and archduke John of 
Austria is declared regent. — ^The excesses of Sep- 
tember manifest the prevalence of anarchy — ^Hecker 
and Struve foment insurrection in Baden. Schleswig^ 
Holstein bids defiance to Denmark, and is supported 
by a German army under Wrangel. The Austrians 
are driven out of Milan and Venice. — In August re- 
action takes place in Naples. — ^Radetzky expels 
Charles Albert of Sardinia from Milan, compelling 
him to a truce. 
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▲.D. The king of Prussia declines the imperial crown of 

1849. Germany — ^the national assembly sinks into insigni- 
ficance — ^and the Prussian and Saxon troops subdue 
the insurgents. — The northern states of Germany 
form a union with Prussia, in opposition to the 
Austrian league of the southern states. The war 
in Hungary is terminated by Russian interference— 
the Magyar leaders, Kossutii, Bern, and others, find 
refiige in Turkey. Charles Albert is defeated at 
Novara, and resigns his crown. 

1850. Austria and Prussia enter into fruitless negociations on 

German affairs. The French interfere in favour 
of the pope — send an army into Italy — and take 
Home. — ^Pius IX finds safety at Gaeta. Mazzini 
and others pursue the phantom of the union of Italy 
in one state, and keep up agitation. Commotions in 
Hesse Cassel cause the interference of Prussian 
troops. %/l second Cafir-war disturbs the flourish" 
ing colony of South Africxi, — Papal aggression 
calls forth the protestant feeling of all England-'^ 
J^em South Wales discloses its hidden treasures. 

1851. The Great Exhibition of works of industry of all 

nationsy in the crystal palace^ under tlte patronage 
of prince Albert^ is countenanced by every country ^ 
and attracts crowds of visitors from every part of 
the ivorldy promoting national intercourse^ rec^» 
rocal improvement, and kind feeling among all 
classes. The second invasion of Cuba M\a like the 
first. 

CONCLUSION. 

Besides various Associations and Societies of longer 
standing, having for their object not only the culti- 
vation of land or of fine arts, and the extension of 
human knowledge and skill, but also the spread of 
the gospel throughout the world — k number of 
Societies have lately been established, whose aim is 
the education of the poor by Infant and Sunday- 
schools — ^the reclamation of the vicious and neg- 
lected, by means of Home-missions, Bible-readers, 
Bagged-schools, Sailors' homes, &c. — ^the amelioror 
turn of the condition of the labouring classes by im- 
proving their dwellings (model-cottages, and model- 
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lodging houses)— -the promotion of the sanatory state 
of the towns by extra-mural burials (cemeteries), a 
sufficient supply of good water, and proper sewerage 
— ^the fncdntenanee of good order, and the diminution 
of crime by an efficient poHce, weU-regulated and 
duly directed emigration, &e. Thus a wide field for 
philanthropic activity and christian emulation is 
opened to all who are interested in the welfare of 
their fellow-men, holding out the cheering prospect 
that the time is not very remote when " nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more ; — ^For the earth shall be ftdl of 
the knowledge of the LORD, as the waters cover 
the sea." — Isaiah^ ii. 4, and xi 9.
